tho Federal courts are overriding State tribunals, 
and dragging citiz-ns of the same State from 
their homes lo litigate questions between them ­ 
selves 
in 
tho Federal 
courts, 
provided 
a 
citizen of some other State bas the slightest 
interest in Hie controversy. 
Laws are passed 
by Conure** miner the raise ab an n itio n j>f 
protecting American 
industry, 
which enrich 
one class ami rob another, and Congress and 
State legislatures are creating corporations In 
unlimited numbers, which almost Invariably result 
In monopolies. He concluded as follows: Shall we 
despair of the republic? By no means. Toe power 
of the Fi'«er#l administration, through its control 
of the mon' y power, its collection ana disburse­ 
ment annually of tin ee or four hundred millions 
of dollars, and ii* vast patronage, Is very great, 
and in toe hands of an unscrupub ns party, which 
hud the support of even one-tlurd or the people, 
would i cr.laps be irresistible except by revolu­ 
tion. 
But not one-tiiird or one-tenth of the peo­ 
ple of this country, when aroused to the assertion 
of their rights, will consent to surrender them to 
T h e C o n t r o l o f a C e n t r a l D e sp o tl« m 
controlled by the money power. Tne people be­ 
lieve in their capacity for self-government, in 
their ability to provide for education, the cultiva­ 
tion of Hie soil, 
their 
domestic 
peace and 
local 
affairs, 
without 
Hie 
supervision 
of 
a 
great 
central 
power, 
which 
Imposes 
burdens 
for 
its own 
aggrandizem ent, 
and 
by unjust and unequal laws c moore the many tv, 
pay tribute to the low. 
We have oui to sound 
the alarm. 
Let the cry 
go 
forth th a t loyal 
eel (-government is iii danger, th at vast moneyed 
monopolies are exacting unjust tribute, th at 
corporal ions, cteat-a 
for purely private 
pur­ 
poses, arn destroying individual liberty, and, Uke" 
a tire bell ut night, it will awhkeu the people to 
their danger, will rouse them to a vindication 
af their rigots and lo Hie establishment of our 
political structure on Hie fornications where 
our f tilers placed lf, securing to the citizens ii»- 
U hidna liberty, to the State the managem ent oi 
its domestic affairs, aud to the nation ail tim pow­ 
ers necessary to preserve tin- Union and protect 
us as a people from foreign aggression. 
Juuge Jerem iah Breck sent a bing and interest­ 
ing lciier containing reminiscences of Jacksonian 
times and principles. Ile said: “ lf present I m ight 
take occasion to re; el the charge that Jackson was 
Hie author ol tin* practice which now corrupts Hie 
civil service by making office Hie reward of par­ 
tisan crimes. That was an invention of the Federal 
party, and was used by it so uniformly that wben 
Jefferson was inaugurated lie had not a single 
personal or political friend iii any kind of public 
employment. 
He removed the "unfit and the un­ 
faithful, and gave Hie honest majority of the 
people some. but not by any means a full repre­ 
sentation in the executive departm ent. The sec­ 
ond Annins commenced his adm inistration ny 
bestowing 
T h e H ig h e s t Office Ii, H i . Clift 
upon Hie man who betrayed bis constituents to

*«* went Hienigh so 
’ onsutoatiy 
th a t w hen Jackson came iu he 
fouud

Of course lie followed the 
exam ple of his great predecessor, removed the

Alley dwelling on the necessity of local self­ 
government, J u d g e 
Black 
continued; “ lr I 
dared to speak with t i e voice of authority or 
even in a tone of admonition to Hie iroquois 
Club I 
would say: 
Ke*tst 
these 
encroach­ 
m ents 
of 
th e 
centralizers 
with 
all 
your 
might, m aintain home rule for your domestic 
concerns, set your faces like a dint against 
political C o r r u p ti o n , tolerate no cia'm of any 
president to be represei ted at your election by 
the bayonets of hts standing army, enforce your 
rl fht to a free Pal ut and a fair count, and give 
the love of your whole hearts to the memory of 
Andrew Jackson, who, if he were here now, 
would lay dow n ins life rather than see you fail in 
a causa like this.” 
Mr. Watterson’* speech attracted much atten ­ 
tion and was well received. 
Fie spoke in response 
to t ie toast, “ Tho Democratic Dress," and sui lf 
“ It is n o longer a power in the land. 
It no longer 
issues the decrees of admln!strurioh9 nor un­ 
folds 
the 
po Ides 
of 
government, 
nor 
echoes toe spirit 
of 
the age. 
[t 
is, 
in­ 
deed, but 
a 
poor relation; 
sincere, lo y a l- 
full rn courage and hope—but, like the party, di­ 
vided, irresolute and purpose! ss. 
If there were) 
no remedy for this unhappy state, I should not 
venture particularly upon an occasion so bril­ 
liant, and so joyous ifs this—to touch upon it. 
I 
should hold my tongue and nurse my regrets in 
silence. But there I- a remedy; there is a remedy' 
for both the party and its press; and, feeling that 
we have ended tlie years ol famine, and seeing, 
or thinking I see, in tao tuture. 
Y our* of P -enty mid P o w e r 
awaiting cs, you will not, I ain sure, charge me 
with a disposition t » chil! your enthusiasm if, in 
presenting “ The Democratic press” I dwell sotne- 
wbnt more upon what it ought to lie than what 
it is. 
You will bear in mind that I 
myself 
am nothing if not 
a 
Democratic jo u r m l- 
lst, and th a t I claim no im m unity from criti­ 
cism upon my own behalf. 
On toe contrary, no 
man bas encountered more of tile difficulties 
of our peculiar condition than I tiave, or is more 
conscious of short-coining. 
First of all, then, 
the Democratic press must realize that there has 
been a deluge.

is 
heard and the sparkle of theelectric light Us seen. 
You will say th at these are but glittering general­ 
ities. and lacking in specification. 
Sir, I will be 
specific. I mean “ a tanff for revenue only." 
I 
mean the obliter Hon of navigation laws which 
have driven our flag from the high spas, 
I mean 
tile divorcement of the civil s-rvlce from party 
service. 
I mean a careful and just revision 
of our national lianklng system—which I conceive 
the best banking system we have ever had, and 
which, with certain needful modifications, essen­ 
tial both to its preservation and the equities of 
taxation, I woald relegate to the place in business 
where it belong-, and whither it s iould have been 
sent long ago. I menu the reduction of tile national 
debt to $1,000,000,000, where it should be funded 
and made perpetual. 
Ti.e people are being 
taxed too much. 
The debt is being paid too fast. 
All taxes should be levied with an eye solely to 
revenue, and no more revenue shun) I lie collected 
than is required to support the government and 
carry the debt. The key to all these propositions 
—the pivot arnnnd Wilton they are grouped aud 
about which they tu rn —is to be found in th a t 
simple sentence, 
" A T a r i f f f o r R ev en u e Only." 
It is not my sentence. 
I neither invented it nor 
discovered it; though I would no more dream of 
compiling a Democratic platform 
without it 
than 
I 
would 
think 
of issuing an edition 
of 
the 
New 
Testament 
without 
Christ's 
Sermon 
on 
tile 
Mount. 
It 
is 
axiomatic, 
and 
taken 
bodily out 
of th a t magnificent 
enunciation of Democratic principles—on which 
we won a glorious national victo ry - the matchless 
platform adopted a t St. Louis in’ 1870. I would 
not 
surrender 
a word of it, nor a 
sylla­ 
ble. 
It expresses with 
precision 
the exact 
po-ition 
of 
the p rev 
upon 
the tariff, 
that when the government gets 
its 
taxes, 
tnen and there the tax shall stop. 
Whatever “ in­ 
cidental protection” th at affords—well, it affords i 
—aud let protectionists make the most of ic. In i 
trutii they had better, for protection. Uke slavery, 
is doomed; only, unlike slavery, it will not linger 
so long upon the stage to battle freemen and 
MMT the m arch 
of 
freedom. 
It carmot be- , 


come a eectionalist, as slavery did. 
It cannot 
get into religion as slavery did. 
Yet it is 
as 
monstrous 
in 
every 
respect 
as 
slavery 
was. 
Loooking 
back 
into 
that 
lar-off 
tim e 
it 
sniggers 
the 
mind 
to contemplate how long Hie institution of 
slavery did Stand against reason, coo mon sense, 
humanity and public policy. 
Ail men now admit 
th at there was not an argum ent to support it. The 
pre.-em generation of men can but Illy comprehend 
hotv it survived the agitation of a single general 
election. 
It is gone, thank God! and there is an 
end or it; lint its history is full of instruc­ 
tion and warning, i t tells us in thunder tones to 
beware of tne sophistries, the arrogance and the 
power of oligarchlsni, and to behold in the joi* 
bery and robbery of protection a new slavery 
rearing 
its 
lofty 
head 
to 
threaten 
Hie 
people 
and 
curse 
the 
land. 
Fellow- 
Democrats, the road 
before us Is straight, 
broad and open! Do not allow yourselves tribe 
hired off the highway.

Five or six years ago this spring, a sensation 
was furnished by the mysterious disappearance 
of a Lewiston man aud tile tin ling, some time 
afterwards, of his supposed corpse in Portland 
harbor. The description of the body attracted 
Hie attentiou of a brother of the missing man, 
whose nam e was John Triitim. The brother hur­ 
ried to Portland and exam ined Hic corpse. The 
features were discolored and disfigured to such 
an extent th a t they were hardly recognizable, Hut 
despite tills fact toe brother and many others had 
no doubt nm tut1 body was th at of Jo h n Tri rn in. 
On Friday morning, tile 17th inst., a man with 
whom John Tri mm had formerly been intimate, 
and who shared in Hie belier th at John Trim in 
was beyond everything but the resurrection, saw 
a person whose face looked strangely familiar 
enter His store 
in 
Lewiston. 
Tho man was 
st rtled. 
He looked intently at his chance caller. 
Conjecture was succeeded by certainty, In ids 
mind, and rushing up to the comer, he th ru st his 
hand a t him, and exclaimed; 
“ How are you, John Trimm?” 
“ That’s my name, but you have tho advantage 
of me,” said the person adure-set!. 
It took a few minutes only to bring about an 
u nderstanding and 
a mutual recognition, 
it 
transpired that, the man wlio-e corpse tiad been 
gathered from the waters of the Atlantic amt 
com m itted to a Maine graveyard was not Jonn 
Trimm, but was an unknown. 
John had gone 
to Portland, sold his hoop poles, and. actu­ 
ated by a freak, determined to seek his fortune 
in the West. 
Jle went to .Minnesota, and hrs 
spent the past live years of his life there. 
He 
s .vs he had the privilege of reading in Hie news­ 
papers accounts of his drowning and his funeral, 
but did not take Hie pains to iuiorin ins friends 
of Hie mistake; be didn't think It hardly worth 
Hie while to make any I m s about the matter, as 
he thought his friends had done the square thing 
by his supposed corpse. 


W A S IT A M U R D E R ?

rats fhat infested ti.e building which is now 
used as a barn and stable for Hie Grand Union 
Hotel. 
Tlie body hail been hauled Irwin nuder a 
pile of straw by a dog which was waging war on 
the rats. 
The clothing, even to the boots, had 
heeu torn in pieces by the sharp teeth of Hie 
rodents, and naught r e m a i n e d o f 
h i c features or 
any part ot the scalp sa ve a small portion of the 
under S P I - , which was covered with a thick 
growth of suburn hair. 
A handk. rohief and a 
grain bag were found lyiug beside the skeleton 
and a oat in an old ptano-box.

the one be had ou the night after he received his

G R A N D L A B O R D E M O N S T R A T I O N . 


W o r k in g m e n o r P h i l a d e l p h i a M ee t, P a r a d e 
m id Pitas R e s o lu t io n s . 
P h i l a d e l p h ia , Peum ,March 20— A great dem­ 
onstration of workingmen took place Thursday 
at Horticultural Hall under the auspices of the 
Knights ol Labor. 
There was a street procession 
of BOOG men with bands, tire works, transparencies 
and labor mottoes.Speeches at the hall were made 
by Congressman Brumal, John Swanton and Mr. 
Patten, president of tho Detroit Trades Council. 
Resolutions were adopted dem anding from ( nu- 
gress laws incorporating trade and labor unions; 
establishing a national departm ent o 
labor and 
a bureau of labor statistics; m aking eight hour- a 
legal day’s work; abolishing Hie contract system 
oi convict labor; providing for day work instead 
of contract on national, State and municipal 
works; providing tor compulsory education, and 
prohibiting the employment ot children under 14 
.\ears of age in m anufacturing, m ining and me­ 
chanical pursuits. 


Know I t l o c k a d e in C a l if o r n ia . 
S a n F r a n c i s c o , Cal., March 20.—Travel on the 
roads running into the city is greatly impeded by 
the heavy snow storms. 
Tile situation at Alta is 
discouraging. The road was op tied last night 
and trains passed, but a heavy suow storm lins 
been raging since, and it is deemed im posable to 
keep 
the road clear. 
Tho snow is Ave leet 
deep. 
A violent snow 
storm is prevailing 
at Truckee. 
A furious 
snow storm is rag­ 
ing at Virginia City, where the snow is already 
three feet deep, 
A despatch from Carson says 
Hie road is impassable between there aud Reno, 
from suow drifts. 
Neither stage nor train can 
reach 
there. Tim report of a snow slide at 
Genoa, Nev., is conlirifted.

Bowen aud Miss Berlin, aud a num ber of Indians, 
variously stated at from seven to hfieeu, were 
killed.

W a shingto n, March 20.—It is stated that some 
curious facts have been developed recently bv the 
com m ittee of the New Y’ork County Democracy, 
which began, atter the election last fall, an in­ 
quiry to discover the alleged treachery on tho 
p art of Democrats to the State ticket.

discovered relate to tile presidential election of 
1880. 
It was generally supposed, prior to the 
election, that, unless

am azem ent of Democratic p o iitica its evervwhere, 
and g"n"r.aliy to Hie su n rise of Republicans, the 
result In New Y'ork State was just the reverse of 
what was expected. The Democrats not only 
held tli-ir own outside of New York City and 
icings county, b u t made considerable gainsj^they 
met their Waterloo in New York City and Kings 
county, the very Gibraltar, as they supposed, of 
their position. 
The Democratic m ajority In New 
York City and Kings county In 1870 wa- 72,400.

Bennett Island, August 5, 1881, were th a t the 
party should go south to Magnetic, if over ice, 
and, if In boats, to the Siberian coast and make 
for

got separated 
the understanding was

for the Lena, and up Hie stream to tho settle­ 
ments. The boats wore separat 'd the n ight of 
September 12, 1881, fifty miles off Ruin and 
Melville.

return. The natives gave us quarters and a quan­ 
tity of fish and deceased geese.

Our ship was 
liroken up J u n e l l , and left thirty-three men 
on the ice hundrsu* of miles from civilization, 
We travelled eight or nine hundred mile;, nom" 
HOO or 400 of wuicli wo sailed in small boats, and 
lauded on the

Siberia. 
Oho of our boats landed ou the east coast, 
and

other we 
know 
nothing 
about. 
There 
were 
eight 
men

YY’e travelled about two week* Blunt 
of food. Then tire captain decided to send Nln- 
deriuan aud myself on ahead to lo- k for assist­ 
ance.

For six days we had not a mouthful of food, 
and were most starved when found 
by tire 
natives. 
Tho captain and three men, I fear, 
have died from starvation and cold. 
Three 
m en—Engineer Melville,

and lta itie tt— will remain here this sum m er to 
search tor their remains 
and

papers. The rest of us—there are ten m en—will 
proceed to the United States as soon as possible. 
We have been travelling now for ovei a mouth on 
sleds drawn by reindeer, and this is the first place 
of any account that we have come to."

A correspondent inquires why it is that the 
lower parts of peach trees so soon become de­ 
nuded of young wood; also why peach trees 
are short-lived, and lf there is no management 
bv which the healthfulness and life of a peach 
on hard may be prolonged. 
The reply to the 
first query is that the peach tree demands, from 
its mode of growth, constant and judicious 
pruning to preserve a thrifty and productive 
condition for a long period. The sat) tends more 
powerfully to the extremities of the shoots than 
in any other fruit tree. 
The buds that do not 
form shoots the first season after their formation 
are lost; these cannot be iuduced to grow. The 
parte in consequence become denuded of youne 
wood, and the trees are soon worn out and use­ 
less. The fruit of the peach tree is borne on wood 
of the preceding year; hence all parts desti­ 
tute of such wood heroine worthless, 
and 
prunit g tor the reason already given must be 
furnished to ensure all the parts with a con­ 
stant succession of annual bearing shoots. 
For example, the fruit branches of the peach 
tree, as most readers are aware, are furnished 
with both wood buds and fru it’ buds; there 
are at the base of a branch at least one or two 
wood buds. 
W hen a shoot is shortened 
break one-balf, tbereby throwing the sap 
back in its lower parts, and removing a 
portion of tile fruit bud', the remaining 
buds 
naturally 
produce larger aud 
finer 
fruit than if all had been left on, and vigorous 
young shoots are sent out from the lower 
buds to bear another year. 
Bv this pl .n good 
crops of fruit are not only produced, but a suc­ 
cession of young shoots is maintained. 
On 
the other baud, it the shoot is not pruned, but 
all the buds are left on, most or all of tho 
fruit buds-wiil produce fruit and the wood 
buds at the top wilt make shoots, but them 
will be weak ones til consequence of the fruit 
buds below them. At the end of the Mason 
the long vacant spaces so often complained of, 
aud which soon denude the interior and lower 
portions 
of peach trees, become apparent. 
W hen the young peach tree, as it arrives from 
the nursery and previous to planting in the 
orchard, is cut back and careful pruning given 
until the head of the tree is properly formed, 
the after pruning becomes a simple matter, 
and with many growers consists in keeping 
superfluous sprouts aud shoots cut or rubbed 
off u3 they appear from the roots at the collar 
of the tree or trout tile main body. 
A system 
practiced by many of our best fruit growers, 
and 
XXDORSKD AXD RECOMMENDED 
by the president of the American Horticult­ 
ural Society is somewhat as follows: Take a 
yearling tree and cut it back Iii the spring to 
within, say. two and a half feet of the ground. 
A number of shoots will be produced below 
tliis cut. 
Select throe of these to form the 
framework of the bead. 
Cut off all others, 
so that at the end of the season the tree will 
have three branches. The second year cut 
back these branches one-half their length, 
and from each select a shoot to continue the 
branch and one to form a secondary branch. 
Finch off other shoots below these that will 
interfere with the 
growth 
of the lead­ 
ing branches. 
By fall 
there will 
be a 
tree with six leading branches and some 
bearing shoots below on the older wood. 
The 
third year each of these six branches is 
shortened one-half to obtain additional second­ 
ary branches and some fruit brandies on the 
lower parts. All young shoots on the old wood, 
whether fruit branches or not, should be out 
back one-half to coax the wood buds at their 
base to push and make shoo.s for the next 
year. 
In the way described the formation of 
the head goes on for two or three years, when 
it is complete. 
The main and secondary 
branches of the tree ought to be far enough 
apart to give the bearing wood on their sices 
toe benefit of sun and air. Experience has 
proven that an equality of vigor is kept up on 
the brandies by summer pruuing; i. e., check­ 
ing or pinching off very vigorous shoots that 
are appropriating too much sap. 
Each port of 
tho branch ought to be furnished with bearing 
•hoots, and these should be shortened 
in 
•very spring to produce others at their base 
while those that have borne are cut out. 
The 
cost attending the system of shortening the 
branches and limbs, as here described, pre­ 
vents rnauy horticulturists from employing it 
lu extended orchards. They claim that the 
more profitable plan is to let the orchards die 
out after the first few crops, aud grow new 
oues the tpeautime to take their place. The 
system, however, judiciously applied, is pro­ 
ductive of very satisfactory results, aud is be­ 
ing each year more aud more practiced by gar­ 
deners aud small glowers. 
.John Butter, the 
well-known peach culturist of Pennsylvania, 
says, regarding the system of shortening the 
branches and lim bs, that it is but a counter­ 
part to shortening in of the roots, both per­ 
forming important parts in perpetuating thrift, 
producliveness and life of the tree, mure par­ 
ticularly iu diseased districts.—[The World.

graft. Cover with wax every part of the cut 
wood and slit. 
In three weeks’ tim e go over 
the graft' and rewax if needed.

W hore the limb 
to be grafted id from two to four indies over, 
it should bo cut say six inches from the tree, 
and from four to six scions may be inserted. 
“ If you have room for but one pear tree, 
what variety would you plant?” 
The answer 
to this in liinelj-uiue cases iu a hundred would 
be Bartlett. A similar question about cherries 
would be answered bv those fam iliar wijdi va­ 
rieties by Kentish. 
One eau form some idea 
of the value oi a fruit by the synonyms or dif­ 
ferent names that have been given It. 
The 
Kentish has over a dozen other names. 
It bas 
be* n largely planted in ihe W estern States as 
early Richmond, and some experienced lrult 
E 
rew*ts still consider thai as distinct from the 
leu fish. 
In some localities it is known as 
early May. 
The treo has a rounded, spreading 
head, is very productive, and bears regularly. 
Hie fruit begins to color towards the end 
of 
May, 
when it 
is 
small 
and 
very 
sour, 
but 
limy 
be 
used 
for 
pies; 
it hangs 
on the tree through the month 
of June or later, increasing iii size to medium, 
and becoming less acid and very juicy and 
rich. 
This variety is characterized bv the 
clinging of the remains of the flower to the 
stem, and the tenacity with which the stem 
holds to the stone. 
When quite ripe the stone 
may he pulled out by means of the stem, leav­ 
ing the pulp ready tor drying or canning, for 
which uses it is unequalled. It is an old 
Euroi ean variety, and may be found iu alt 
nurseries as Kentish or as Early Richmond, 
It is an exceedingly profitable m arket cherry. 
The peach is oue of the most profitable fruits 
to raise—perhaps the most so— when not sub­ 
jected to either of the three drawbacks of an 
already overstocked market, au ungenial cli­ 
mate and the yellows. 
In certain regions of 
the country which have been uniformly favor­ 
able to the growth of Hie peach, large orchards 
have been numerously planted, and have given 
more fruit than could be profitably disposed 
of. 
But this is not common over the country, 
and if orchardists will avoid the insane desire 
to get rich very fast and to acquire more than 
they need for comfort and u-e. hut will accom­ 
plish what they undertake iu the best manner, 
they may make the business successful. 
As an 
instance of the superior value of peach raising 
we observe a recent statement by D. E. Rogers 
of Monroe county, N. Y„ that he planted 
twelve acres fifteen years ago of apple trees, 
and peaches between them. His peaches have 
proved very successful, but be has bad only 
one good crop of apples iu the fifteen years. 
Had In* put a peach tree in the place of each 
apple he would have made several times as 
much from them. 
He lives in a region wliero 
there is always a ready market for the fine 
peaches he raises, aud the only fear for the 
future is oi the yellows, which may or may not 
prove troublesome. 
This month is a very good time for pruning 
the apple orchard, especially for large trees. 
This work is often very badly done. 
The 
phrase ‘‘pruuiug up” is suggested in the wiong 
direction; better say “ prune down.” 
How 
ofteu do we see thrifty bearing trees ruined by 
improper pruning, the principal limbs with all 
the lateral branches cut off, leaving a small 
brush on the extreme end, with very few fruit 
buds, and tho-e so high up as to iimke it diffi­ 
cult, if not impossible, to gal her what little 
fruit may grow there. 
Better begin at the top 
aud prune back, leaving better fruit-bearing 
branches all through the tree, keeping the tree 
in symmetrical proportion. Trim a little each 
year, cutting out tho water suckers aud any 
dead wood that may appear. Never cut off 
large healthy limbs, making a large wound 
that will rot before it will heal over. 
If trees 
are properly pruned from the time they are 
set, a little each year, there would be no neces­ 
sity of making large wouuds. 
There is really no secret about growing 
peaches, and very nearly nil the failures, and 
they are many, may be attributed to neglect 
and inattention to the simple needs of the tree 
during the first two or three years. 
The main 
point, say! Josiah Hoopes, 
an 
excellent 
authority, in the New York Tribune, is to se­ 
cure a strong, healthy growth at first, as it is 
impossible to grow good fruit on weak trees. 
It has been customary in some sections to use 
thin, woru-out soils for the peach orchard, for 
no other reasou than that of expediency, be­ 
cause other crops would not succeed there. 
This is all wrong. 
, 
The Rural New Yorker specially recom­ 
mends to Its readers everywhere a trial of the 
following small fruits, all of which have been 
or are being tested in its experimental grounds; 
Strawberries—indwell, Manchester, Sliurp- 
lcss, Cumberland Triumph, Charles Downing, 
Miner’s Prolific, Shirts. 
Grapes—Victoria (Miner), Lady W asbing- 
n, Pocklingtou, Niagara, Prentiss, Duchess. 
ton, 
Raspberries—Cuthbert, 
Caroline, 
Turner, 
Gregg, Souhegau, Shaffer’s Colossal. 
Many favor low training for apple trees, 
leaving just space enough to cultivate the soil. 
Some allow the branches to remain ou from 
the ground upward, along the rows, so as to 
intertwine aud form a complete trellis. 
Be­ 
tween the rows the limbs are removed so as to 
allow of close tillage. The advantages et low 
blanching are: The trunks are better protected, 
limbs less likely to break during high wiuds, 
crops more easily gathered. 
Pruue grapes as soon as possible. 
Keep in 
mind the fact that each healthy bud you 
leave on the canes of last season’s growth will 
throw out a young, green shoot, upou which 
there will grow from oue to four bunches of 
grapes. 
If the grapes are inclined to rot, thin 
out the canes, aud leave those that remain of 
unusual length, aud tie them bigh up on the 
posts or trellis, so as to permit a free circula­ 
tion of air. 
Never let a vnndal with an ax trim your 
trees for tho wood that ne may cut off tor 
pay. 
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well into the joints, cracks and crevices of the 
building. 
W hat limo is left in the bucket 
can. when it has become nearly or quito dry, 
be spread over the poultry bouse floor.’ 
EGO FATINO. 
We are well satisfied that the hens should 
produce the eggs, arid plenty of them, but 
when they consume the fruits of their labors, 
we must enter earnest protest. This habit is 
frequently learned by eating the eggshells 
which are throwu them from thahou«e—a very 
bad practice—though some learn it by first acci­ 
dentally breaking an egg in the rest. 
No 
matter, however, how it is learned, it is an 
almost hopeless task to break them of it witti- 
out breaking their necks, and when they be­ 
come confirmed egg eaters it is best to con­ 
demn then* to the pot or spit. 
By all means 
never have anything for a nest egg but an 
artificial one, which the laying hens cannot 
break. To use an Irish expression, “ The best 
way to cure them is to prevent them from ever 
learning the habit.” Dark nests, where, if 
they break an egg accidentally, they are not 
apt to discover it, will go far toward prevent­ 
ing them from acquiring the pernicious and 
expensive habit. 
The only radical cure, posi­ 
tive in all cases, is the axe and chopping 
block. 
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M ilk —H u n t B a th * —W h ite w a s h in g —E g g E a s ­ 
ing. 
Farm ers as well as all others who have 
the advantage of a generous supply of milk 
consequent on keeping one or more cows, 
do not seem to appreciate the fact that milk 
makes a most excellent poultry food, especially 
in connection with grain. No m atter whether 
the milk be fresh from the cow or in its differ­ 
ent stages of development into cottage cheese, 
the fowls aud chicks eat it greedily, aud it 
does them much good. It can be fed profitably 
by those who have plenty of it to the fowls, 
whether they are iii the regular breeding flock 
or whether they are iu the fattening pens; 
and waen it is liberally fed no water at all 
peed bo given to the birds as they do not 
require it. 
A butter dairyman, who bas large 
quantities of refuse milk, feeds it generously 
to bis fine flock of dark Brahmas, and consid­ 
ers be gets much more profit from feeding it to 
his poul.ry than if lie feel ii to his pigs. He 
bas never had any disease or sickness among 
ins birds, and attributes their immunity in a 
great measure to the liberal aud regular use of 
milk. 
Here farmers, is a new wrinkle for you 
to ponder on. 
DUST BATHS. 
No matter whether it bo winter or summer, 
ail of Hie fowls should have an opportunity to 
dust themselves, us it is conducive to their 
health and thrift, eqdally as much as is a good 
water bath to us. Aside from this, a dust bath 
serves to keep off. as well as to drive away, 
the lice and other parasites, which are sure to 
at least try to get a living on poultry. 
Good 
street dirt is the best for the purpose, or that 
which can be gotten from a well-travelled 
country road. 
During a spell of dry weather 
(when frozeu dry for awhile and well-dried 
out by high winds, it is as good as that obtained 
at other seasons), secure enough to last for sev­ 
eral weeks, storing it away in barrels, in a dry, 
airy place. 
A shallow box, say about three 
feet square aud about six inches deep, made 
of locff stuff, should be kept full of it, under 
shelter, so the poultry eau “ bathe” at will. If 
some flowers of sulphur or a sprinkling of car­ 
bolic acid be added each time the box ut refilled, 
it will aid materially in destroying and driving 
away the lice. 
WHITEWASHING 
i is absolutely essential to the health of the 
j fowls, aside from the value it is as a preserva­ 
tive of the wood. 
it improves the value and 
; apl o;.ranee if the house and surrounding, 
j lightens up the interior of the house, drives 
I away lice, mites, etc, and makes toe place 
; neat, clean and healthy for tho fowls. 
It 
should be done at least twice a year—four 
: ti rn"s is better yet—and only good stone lime 
should be used, as the shell lime rubs off very 
i quickly. To add to the adhesive qualities. 
; some.- add a large handful of salt to each 
bucketful oi v. bite wa sh; others use about a 
| hell pint of cheap molasses, aud still others a 
I teacupful of thin glue to each bucket.

G r o w i n g O n io n s —T h o D i f f e r e n t Kind** 
W hat I shall have to say In this article upon 
the subject of onion growing is based upon 
experience, both in the Ohio valley and in New 
England. The differences of practice in the 
two localities are Got very great. 
In New 
England, especially in the northern part, au 
early sort and early planting are more essen­ 
tial than in the Ohio valley; in fact, they are 
absolutely necessary, and for the same reason 
the number of varieties to be grown is much 
more limited. 
The first essential in onion- 
growiug is a good piece of ground. The soil 
should be light and free from large stones; it 
should be naturally a good, deep soil, and well 
drained; it should be level, or with a very 
slight southward slope. 
A well-drained saud, 
rich in vegetable matter, Las been found ex­ 
cellent for ouiou3. 
Old pond bottoms, black 
and mucky, yet not pure peat, but with a 
liberal admixture 
of 
sandy 
soil, 
seem 
specially 
adapted for 
onion plots. * But 
these are not to be found everywhere, and 
large crops of onions can always be grown 
upon level uplands where the ether conditions 
are right. 
Except upon uew land, or those 
rare mucky pond bottoms, liberal fertilization 
is essential for this crop. 
Onions can perhaps 
be grown upon artificial 
fertilizers alone. 
But onion growers do not seem to take w ith 
much confidence to that meaus of fertilization 
exclusively, aud I confess that I have never 
risked it, 
Nevertheless, I have great confi­ 
dence in the use of ground raw botte and un­ 
leached hardwood ashes for tile onion ground; 
hut I use these iu addition to well-rotted barn­ 
yard compost at the rate of eight, or ten collis 
to the acre, reckoning three good two-horse 
loads to the cora. 
J have also used a dressing 
of 300 pound.; of sulphate of ammonia to tho 
acre, sown upou the surface after the onious 
were up aud hoed in. 
Tills was for the pur- 
j Oso of hurrying up a crop that for some rea­ 
son (probably cool weather), grew very slowly, 
aud the result seemed to confirm the saying of 
Liebig, ’‘ammonia is time.” 
Tbs onion plot 
should receive its dressing of dung and be 
ploughed in the tall. 
Mr. Gregory says: 
“ BLOUGH NOT OVER FIVE INCHES DEEP,” 
but in a dry locality, or a dry soil, I would 
plough deeper and mauure accordingly, 
If 
the grouud is too deep and too moist, the 
ouious will be late in maturing, and this, 
where the sea-ons are short, rn .aus practically 
the loss of agreat part of the crop. 
It is rec­ 
ommended to cross-plough in spring, but that 
practice is not good in all soils. 
I find it 
makes my seedbed too light, causing the seed 
to come up slowly and unevenly in a dry 
spring. Instead of this I sow upon the furrow’' 
1000 pounds of pure, fine-ground raw bono 
and fifty bushels of unieached hardwood ashes 
to the acre, and harrow thoroughly with a har­ 
row set thick with sharp teeth made of live- 
eighth-inch round steel. The ground is then 
carefully raked 
When this is done, the ma­ 
nure and labor bill has reached about $100 
for oue acre, and this is to be repeated every 
year. The crop will improve year by year for 
a number of years, say six or seven, but after 
that it may bo well to change to a new spot. 
The seed may be sown at the rate of 4, 3% , 
or three pounds to tile acre, according as toe 
rows are fourteen, fifteen or sixteen inches 
apart. 
The better condition of the land the 
closer the rows may be made. 
Good seed is 
essential, and there is much more poor than 
good seed in tho market. 
Therefore, buy of 
dealers who are well known and of established 
reputation, and do not grumble ut the price, 
even if high, as good seed often necessarily is. 
There is hardly a more uncertain crop than 
onion seed, aud the best is the che pest. 
Two-dollar seed against six-dollar seed (a dif­ 
ference of $15 per acre in price), will often 
shorten the crop of merchantable onions HOO 
Dushels. 
A good seed-sower, of which there 
are several in the market, should ba used tor 
putting in the seed, aud if the land is level, 
the machine may be allowed to cover it. 
But 
if the land slopes more than a trifle, cover by 
haudwitb the back of a rake, leaving the ground 
a little the highest over the row. 
If you neg­ 
lect this, heavy rains, before the seeds are well 
up, and even for some time afterwards, will 
run off iu the rows, takiug out soil, seed and 
young plants, causing a very serious loss. 
After onions are up 
THEY MUST BE HOED, 
using awheel bot*, and this should be reported 
once a week. 
As soon* as tho weeds show 
themselves in the rows the piece must be gone 
over on hands aud knees, and this, too, m ust 
be repeated as often as the weeds anpear. 
Whet- the young onions are about three or 
four inches high you will begin to notice some 
of the plants wilted and lying upon the 
ground. 
This means the onion maggot. 
Dig 
up every such plant, with the dirt around it, 
at once. 
Tut the plant and the dirt with it iu 
a pail, and either burn or bury a foot deep 
without delay. 
After the maggot begins the 
ouion patch m ust be gone over once a day and 
the magottv plants thus removed and disposed 
of, until the maggot season is over, which 
will be several weeks. 
This comprises ail 
the 
work 
of 
onion growing. 
After that 
comes harvesting and marketing. 
When the 
ouion has nearly coin plated its growth the tops 
fall over. 
W heu most of the piece reaches 
tins stage harvesting commence', 
Three or 
four rows arc thrown together and left on the 
ground to dry, being turned over with a rake 
occasionally, 
aud 
especially after a rain. 
When thoroughly dry they are topped, and 
spread rather thinly undercover on open floors 
to cure. Toere they may be left until sold, or 
until freezing weather, when, if to be stored, 
they must be kept dry, and at a low, even 
temperature, probably a little below rather than 
above freezing. It well ripened, well cured, 
and maintained at tho proper temperature, 
onions usually keep well; yet, if you can get 
eighty cents or uioro a bushel for them in the 
fall, leu them go, at least until you have be­ 
come an expert iii the art of wintering them. 
In regard to varieties, the kind must be de­ 
termined by the market. 
In most parts of 
New England the Yellow Danvers is the stan­ 
d u p variety, aud no red sort will sell as well. 
Frather south the large red Wethersfield is a 
standard and popular sort. 
Around Montreal 
an earlier red variety is grown. 
A popular 
New York kind is the Soutbporr. W hite Globe, 
which Mr. Gregory advises to be cured under 
cover, in order to preserve its whiteness,which 
Is an essential element of its market value. 
W here the early Yellow Danvers does not suc­ 
ceed on account of the short seasons, it is 
hurdly worth while to attem pt commercial 
onion growing, vet in such localities ti c early 
Red Globe m ar sometimes bo made profitable. 
I will not undertake to say anything in rela­ 
tion to onion growing in tho extreme South. 
In the border State* at one time it was thought 
that onions could only bo grown from sots, out 
before I left that section (in 1801) I had raised 
them successfully from black seed, and now it 
is quite commonly practiced. 
The uew large 
Italian kinds succeed iu the South.-—[Rural

T h e P r i c e o f O n io n s la E x c e e d i n g l y V a r i ­ 
a b le. 
and iu each season of high prices many have 
their attention turned to their cultivation; 
consequently we have many questions on the 
subject. 
The onion crop is not ope that can 
be profitably grown one year aud dropped tile 
next. 
It is usually the case that those who 
continue the cultivation year after year are 
those who in the long run rn ake it profitable. 
It is of little m e to trv to raise onions, except 
on highly-mauured laud, and without being 
able to give the labor required iu weeding just 
at the ueeded time- 
Laud that has been for 
two or more years iu 
corn 
or 
potatoes 
will answer for the crop. 
It is claimed 
by experienced growers 
that newly-tumed 
sod will not raise good onions. 
The laud is 
preferably manured iu the fall, using twenty 


to thirty loads of coarse stable manure to the 
acre. 
Or the land Is ploughed iu the fall, ana 
a ton of fish guano to the Here is harrowed In. 
The land is again ploughed shallow In spring, 
and 300 pounds to the acre of Peruvian guano 
or its equivalent iii other good fertilizer har­ 
rowed in. If the ground ha* not been manured 
in the fall, then fine pig-pen manure or fine 
stable manure may be used, ploughing in very 
early, using the guano or other fertilizer after­ 
wards. 
The 
harrowing 
should 
be very 
thorough, and lf the surface Is not smooth 
use rakes to finish. The sowing 
SHOULD BE DONE AS EARLY IN STRING, 
as the soil is in good condition. 
The ground 
is marked out by a marker in lines fourteen 
Incheg apart, and the seed sown by one of Hie 
several seed sowers: the machine should be 
set to drop about three seeds to the inch, and 
they need to be covered about half an int Ii. 
A lf experienced onion growers are very par­ 
ticular about their seed*, which should be new 
and of home growth. 
The variety will depend 
upon the demands of the market, but the be­ 
ginner w ill do best with one of tho early red 
varieties. The cultivation of tho crop may be 
ereatlv aided by the 
use 
of one of the 
hand weeders 
or 
cultivators, 
of which 
there 
are 
several 
good 
ones 
adver­ 
tised. If the rows are straight and the 
sowing regular, a hand cultivator may he 
run very close to the plants, leaving but few 
weeds to he taken out of the rows by band. 
Usually three or four weeding* are needed 
during the season. 
Three bushels of salt to 
Hie acre. applied when the plants are about 
four inches high, is beneficial, and at the sec­ 
ond weeding it is well to give a good dressing 
of wood ashes. 
We would cot advise those 
who have never raised onions to go largely 
into their cultivation at first, as they require 
more a’tentiou than many can give, ana un­ 
less tile weeds are kept in subjection the onions 
will suffer. 
Some varieties mature much ear­ 
lier than others; the harvesting is commenced 
whenever the majority of the tops fall over. 
Many growers prefer to sell the crop directly 
from the field, while others prefer to hold on, 
In the hope of better prices, 
lf they are kept 
they should be well cured. 
N o tes. 
Onions are propagated from seed, lots and 
multipliers or potato onions. 
The universal 
mode of propagation, at the South ana West is 
from sets which are obtained by sowing the 
seed very thickly, broadcast or in drills, and 
when they obtain the size of a filbert, pull aud 
dry them upon the ground in the sun. 
These 
are kept until the following spring, when they 
will make a quick, strong growth and produce 
fine onions. 
In old times it was thought that 
sets could only be grown at the South. Of late 
years Eastern gardeners have discovered that 
it Is only required to sow the seed rather late 
and in poor, dry land, very thickly, in order to 
obtain fine sets. 
These sets are wintered like 
ripe onions, and planted in the spring as soon 
as the ground is ready to work. 
Sets, when 
planted out, require rich, strong land. 
Onion seed is verv scarce and high fbi* year. 
Owing to the extremely high price of onions 
in market last spriug not many were planted, 
and what were didn’t produce h alf.a crop. 
There is no chance of its becoming a drug in 
the market this year. 


EN SILA G E. 


A C h e a p a n d D u r a b l e N ile— P r e s s i n g E n s i ­ 
l a g e —Y ie l d o f F o d d e r C o r n , 
W ishing to construct a silo under a room 
that is used to store cut stalks in winter, the 
cut stalks falling from a cutter placed in the 
mow above, we proceeded as follows. 
As the 
mode of construction is somewhat novel, as 
well as cheap, in comparison with other sub­ 
stantial structures, it may be of interest. 
The 
floor was removed, the building shored up and 
a round bole dug eighteen fee^ in diameter. 
Five feet below the surface the subsoil was 
coarse and fine gravel and sand in strata. This 
caved in very readily and made it dangerous to 
dig a perpendicular wall over twelve feet deep. 
A circular brick wall, one brick thick, was laid 
up in Rosendale cement, and as fast as a 
course all the way around was laid sand was 
packed in behind the wall, thus securing each 
course of bricks in case of a cave-in. 
The 
sides did cave in small amounts several times, 
but by close watchfulness on the part of the 
mason and attendants no harm was done. 
After this four-inch wall was built up to the 
sills of the building the bole was dug five feet 
deeper, and on the morning when the mason 
was ready to lay the wall the sides of the hole 
were trimmed down perpendicularly from the 
wall above. 
The men who were doing this 
were quite timid, thinking that the twelve feet 
of wall above them might settle and fall in; 
put as the soil had been so solidly packed be­ 
hind the circular wall it did not settle in the 
least. 
A 
second 
wail 
was 
built 
the 
same 
as 
the 
first, 
and 
so 
that 
it 
came up just inside the first wall, slop­ 
ing off the top course with cement. 
This 
was much less trouble than building a secoud 
wall directly under the first wall. 
No sand 
fell down from behind the first wall, although 
it eaved away under the wall to some extent 
while building the second wall. 
We propose 
building another story of about six feet under 
the silo this spring, as it does not hold enough. 
M’e have just fed its contents ail out. 
We 
omitted to coat the brick wall with cement, 
aud as a consequence the ensilage was mouldy 
for nearly a foot all around the wall. 
We 
sh ll put on two coats of Portland cement 
with a whitewash brush. 
This will make it 
air-tight, and as perfect as the best silo made. 
A temporary floor is iaid oxer the Bilo, leaving 
a place through which the ensilage is hauled 
up in large baskets. 
This floor can all be 
easily removed when filliug aud weighting the 
silo. 
PRESSING ENSILAGE. 
Having a Quantity of one-vear-old cider vin­ 
egar in barrels near at band we bunged them, 
and lolled sixty barrels on the ensilage tor 
weight—over ten tons. 
The ensilage was cov­ 
ered with a few inches of straw and a double 
floor of old boards, long and short, without 
any special lilting to the circular sides. W hen 
uncovered, there was not one inch of snoiled 
ensilage. 
A horse, with a rope, pulley aud 
barrel tongs, with four men, removed the sixty 
barrels iu less than three hours. 
W e shall un­ 
cover ouly a part of the silo hereafter. 
We 
had too much uncovered, aud had to feed 
fusser than we would, to prevent the top 
spoiling 
from 
long 
exposure. 
It 
bas 
bceu 
suggested 
by some 
correspondents 
that screws 
would 
afford a 
better and 
cheaper means of securing pressure oil ensilage. 
We hear that screws were used on a silo on the 
Houghton experimental farm, and it resulted 
in a large part of the endlage being thrown in 
th" mauure pile. As we learn most thoroughly 
from our own failures, it would be of great 
interest to hear from your correspondents as to 
wherein they have made failures in ensilaging 
preen fodders. 
If the principles of mechanical 
pressure by lever and Screws are not practica­ 
ble, let us know it before some patent agent 
conies along with a model wagou-jacfe adapted 
for the special purpose of pressure on ensilage 
at $10 a farm right. Our opinion is that as en­ 
silage settles about oue-fiftb of its depth in 
about thirty days, to ensure a constant pres­ 
sure of say ten tons, the pressure would have 
to be renewed dailv, and as ensilage is some­ 
what elastic, the effort to keep up this pressure 
would be very laborious. 
YIELD OF FODDER CORN. 
The fodder corn grouud was pastured till the 
last of June, then ploughed, fertilized and 
thoroughly pulverized. 
Tho corn was drilled 
in with a wheat drill, using three drill hoes 
twenty-four inches apart, dropping an average 
of -ix grains to a foot. 
The ground was 
rolled, and when the corn was feu inches high 
it was harrowed by un Implement made for 
the purpose of harrowing three parallel rows 
made by the drill at one operation. 
The im­ 
plement had a tongue and handle*. Tho team 
requires no guiding, and Hie operator had to 
watch only one row of corn to guide the im­ 
plement and do the most perfect work. 
By 
Hie last of September the corn stood seven to 
eight feet high, aud no storm had broken it 
down. 
It was cut with a reaper, ouiv one 
rake taking off the corn. It made large gavels, 
and worked as perfectly as could be desired. 
Oil the secoud day of harvesting we oui, 
in less than two hours about an acre, aud 
carted in eighteen loads from this cutting. 
An aveiage load was driven on the scales and 
weighed 1350 pounds. 
One-fortieth of an 
acre, foursquare rods, was cut and weighed, 
giving 624 pounds, equal to a little oter 
twelve tons per acre. 
\\ ’e adopted the plan 
of making a smooth platform on top of our 
farm wagon bodies, laying the gavels on with 
the butts all one way, aud drawing tho load 
off by a looped rope, made fast to a ring in the 
barn floor. 
Tins last arrangement did not 
work well till we stretched a rope aero** the 
barn flour eight feet above the floor, and at­ 
tached the loop rope to this; then tho tennis 
drew the wagons out from under tile loads 
easily, leaving the load in good order for 
handling. 
The difficulty with our cutter (a 
gixteen-inch Daniels’ cut'er) was that it did 
not fee l iieelf amb sufficient force; the opera­ 


tor had to keep pushing in the corn all the 
time.—[Country Gentleman. 


G L U C O S E . 


T h o G ln eo ae M a d e fro m C a s s a v a Ie o f F in e 
’ D n d y an il F la v o r. 
For some time past rumors have been cur­ 
rent here of a company being In process of 
formation with a view of m anufacturing glu­ 
cose from cassava, but, after careful inquiry,we 
have not been able to trace them to a reliable 
source. 
We have no hesitation, however, says 
the Confectioners’ Journal, in saying that such 
a company is contemplated at au early dav, 
and this fact adds interest to the plant which 
seems destined to take a prominent part in the 
development of the confectionery trade, aud 
calls for more than a passing notice from us as 
to the nature of cassava, its habitat and its 
merits as a sacchariue-prodncing material. 
All confectioners 
know that glucose has 
become 
a 
very 
important 
article 
of 
commerce during the past few years, and the 
consumption of it has reached 200,000 tons 
in this country alone, and a large quantity is 
annually exported. 
It has been made hereto­ 
fore 
from corn, which has advanced 
so 
much 
this 
year as to make this much- 
needed article quite expensive. 
The demand 
for it is very large and exceeds the supply. 
Heretofore the profits of m anufacturing it 
have been very great at the rate paid for corn 
during the past few years. 
During the trial 
of a recent lawsuit iii New York it came out 
in the evidence that the Buffalo Grape Sugar 
Company sold to oue agency $100,000 worth 
of grape sugar, or glucose, per mouth. 
That 
company is now using nearly GOOG bushels of 
com every day in the week. 
A bushel of corn 
weighing filty-six pounds will yield 
THIRTY POUNDS OF SUGAR OR GLUCOSE; 
the average net profit on a bushel of corn is 
between forty and fifty cents, since when the 
price has materially advanced. 
This would 
make the average profits of the Buffalo Grape 
Sugar Compauy over $1,000,000 a year on a 
capital now invested of $4,000,000, 
The 
manufactured glucose is used chiefly for mak­ 
ing table syrups, candies, for brewing pur­ 
poses, as food for bees, and making artificial 
honey. 
It is estimated that 11,000,000 bush­ 
els of corn will lie used this year by the various 
manufactories of this product in this country. 
The average production of corn in the States 
of Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, Michigan 
and illinois is thirty-five bushels to the acre. 
The amount of glucose produced from one 
bushel is thirty pounds, or 1050 pounds to 
the acre. 
W ell-authenticated evidence is at 
hand to the effect that twenty tons of cassava 
to the acre is uo unusual crop in Florida. This 
would, at fifty-six pounds to the bushel, give 
a yield of over 700 bushels per acre, and, at 
the rate of thirty pounds of glucose per bushel, 
would produce over 21,000 pounds of glucose 
per acre. A comparison of the yield of glucose 
nom corn and cassava from a large area is as 
follows: 1000 acres of corn yields about 500 
tons of glucose; 1000 acres of cassava yields 
about 10,000 tons of glucose. 
The method 
of cultivation is generally as follows: The 
ground is prepared as for planting corn, the 
seed (which consists of a section of the stalk 
containing an eye) is set in the sandy soil 
spaced about two feet, in rows three feet apart. 
W hen about eighteen inches high the field is 
cultivated iu order to r. rise the soil about tho 
base'of the stalk, which affords a better sup­ 
port to the plant. The leaves of the branch­ 
ing top shade the ground, aud prevent the 
formation of weeds and evaporation of surface 
moisture. 
NO IRRIGATION IS REQUIRED, 
as the moisture is continually supplied to the 
tubers by capillary attraction. 
The tubers 
grow somewhat sim ilar to the sweet potato, 
a 
‘radiating from ’be base of the plant and lying 
generally horizontal. 
They may be utilized in 
about six months after planting, and will con­ 
tinue to grow without deterioration tor a period 
of 
two years or 
upward, developing 
to 
such au extent that tubers weighing from 
sixty to eighty pounds have frequently been 
taken from the soil. 
The harvesting of the 
crop is very simple: The stalk is raised and 
tubers extracted by simply pulling them from 
the loose suit* The plant may be again in­ 
serted, when it Will produce uew roots. 
Tho 
earth in this case is the storehouse from 
which the supply Is extracted as required, with 
the advantage of the crop increasing in value 
as long as it remains therein, whereas in corn 
there is a .season for harvesting, storing, 
handling aud rehandling before it comes to 
the hands of the manufacturer. 
Cassava may 
lie removed from the ground any day in the 
365. anil carried to the mill for direct treat­ 
ment. 
For many years the root has been 
raised in Florida aud used for many purposes. 
The plants are natives of South America. The 
roots (ruler*) m aybe preserved for food pur­ 
poses by being simply cleaned, sliced aud 
dried; from such dried slices manioc or cas­ 
sava meal, used for cassava bread, etc., is pre­ 
pared by simply grating. 
The starch is sepa­ 
rated and prepared for food under the name of 
Brazilian arrowroot, and this, when agglom­ 
erated together into pellets on Hot plates, 
forms the tapioca of commerce.—[Scientific 
•American. 
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G en eral Note*. 
The old method of setting celery at the bot­ 
tom of a .tench is still occasionally followed, 
either by gardeners who have done this in the 
old country, or by our own people who have 
not learned the bettor way of planting it on 
the surface. 
Celery is one of the plants with 
which little is gained by hurrying; it will not 
grow rapidly until after midsummer, when wo 
Lave tho favoring condition* of warm days 
and cool, dewy nights, and our most experi­ 
enced gardeners do not set out the main crop 
until the present month. M arket gardeners 
grow celery as a ?econd crop, to follow an early 
one for which the soil bus been well manured; 
if this cannot he done, then tho soil must be 
well enriched before pluming. 
It rarely pays 
to raise celery plants iu a private garden if 
oue 
is 
where 
they 
can 
be purchased. 
lo buying plants select those that look 
strong 
and 
stocky, 
a 
condition 
pro­ 
duced 
by 
properly 
cutting 
back 
their 
leaves while in -.ie seed heed. The plants are 
to be set iii rows four feet apart mid six inches 
distant in the revs; they require careful plant­ 
ing, aud should be no deeper iu the ground 
than they were crigiually in the seedbed. 
In 
all transplanting it is important to have tho 
earth closely In contact with the roots of the 
newlv-set plant; this may be done by going 
aloug the row aid pressing on each side of 
Hie plant with the foot, or by carefully crowd­ 
ing the earth down with the hands as each 
Maut is set. 
If a cloudy time cannot he se­ 
lected for planting then do the work towards 
evening, and give a thorough watering. 
'The 
plaits have Hotting further done to them until 
September, w hen the leaves are brought to an 
upright position, and earth is drawn around to 
hold them there. 
We hope to give the after 
treatment in tie proper m outh; in the mean­ 
time tho celery kas nothing to do but grow, in 
which it must be encouraged bv hoeing or 
cultivating ofte« enough to destroy all weeds 
and keep tho soil loose, takiug care in these 
operations to not throw any earth into the 
heart of the plai ts. 
Before sowitif grass seed the farmer should 
make certain of having a good seedbed. More 
mistakes are made concerning the preparation 
of laud for grass than for any other crop. 
it 
is uo uncommon thing to see a farmer simply 
running over i plot, where potatoes were 
grown the .previous year with a cubivalor, 
then following with a barrow. 
We have seen 
extreme cases where even the harrowing was 
omitted, 
the s;ed sown immediately after 
the 
cultivator, then 
simply 
brushing iu 
tho 
seed, 
letving 
it 
to 
make 
its 
way as best it 
can. 
Others will 
use a 
oue-horsc plougl to turn under the corn butts, 
gettiug in the said with as little labor as pos­ 
sible. 
lu our exuerionce tho best practice is to 
plough a good deep furrow, followed bv a 
thorough harrowing, aud after sow ing to bush 
the seed in and iso the roller faithfully. "When 
timothy and redlop are sown it is best to use a 
bushel of redtop a peck or eleven pounds of 
timothy, also adding six pounds of red clover, 
which amounts jo a very liberal seeding, ami 
should yield a fair crop of hay about tLe 1st 
of September. 
Some persons lave been made anxious by 
the wholly imaginative, and hence* culpable, 
suggestion that t ie process that tutees place in 
a silo is in part 
an alcoholic fermenta­ 
tion, 
producing 
alcohol 
aud 
terminating 
in 
acetic 
fermentation, 
saturating 
the 
ensilage 
with 
the 
unwholesome 
vinegar 
or acetic acid. 
The acid produced in the silo 
is not vinegar or icetie acid, silica this un­ 
wholesome acid is the result ouly of alco­ 
holic transform!.ion In the presence of an 
abundance of oxygen. 
That the acid is not 
acetic, or vinegat auy one can test. 
Shoe­ 
makers make ihtrr blacking bv putting nails 
or other small pieces of iron into vinegar or 


acetic acid, producing a rusty, dark liquid; 
hence, if a portion of ensilage is moistened 
in water, then pressed, and some small pieces 
of clean iron are placed iii the liquid obtained, 
the result will soon show’ that acetic acid is not 
there. 
This absence also negatively proves 
that alcohol has not been there, since iii the 
presence of vegetable m atter it, to a certain 
extent, readily undergoes the acetic fermenta­ 
tion. 
When broody, that is, wishing tonsil, hens 
go about clucking for several days, ’sit longer 
and longer on the nest after laying, cease lay­ 
ing finally, and do not leave the nest. 
lf a 
sitting hen is not required, remove her at once 
to a fresh run and new companiqn. Shut her 
out for a few days where no nests may tempt 
her. 
lf, on the other band, she is required to 
incubate, encourage her by fatso eggs in Hic 
nests, and partially protect the entrance to the 
nest from other prying hens. 
All A*iutics are 
much given to sitting, ami Dorkings and Sil­ 
kies are good mothers. No hen even crossed 
with Spanish, Leghorn, Hamburg or Polish 
blood w ill incubate satisfactorily. The broody 
hen should be fed once daily oh sound graiu, 
some grass or lettuce and a treat of scraps; 
soft food now and again keeps her in better 
condition than an exclusively graiu diet. 
On 
no account deprive the broody hen of her dust 
hath, and if your brood is valuable take the 
trouble to dredge lier under wings, legs, etc., 
with powdered sulphur. 
The old practice that formerly was adopted 
by most farmers, of letting cows go dry four or 
five months during the winter season is nearly 
done away with uow, since the more extended 
demand for milk, and the improved system of 
making winter butter, 
Rut siill a larger oro- 
portiau of cows come into milk in the spring 
than at any other time. 
Aud while the cows 
are dry tor about six weeks, wbich is con­ 
sidered best for the cows that they should, it 
is very unprofitable to slack up in the quality 
of feed for cows wheu dry, as it is iou often 
Hie custom, and allow them to lose flesh. 
They should on the other band be gaining in 
fle.-h and strength during thin season of rest, 
that they may be in the best possible condi­ 
tion when tile cows calve. 
It ’is not meant 
here that they should be fatted as for Hie sham­ 
bles, but to lie fed in such a way as to give the 
greatest amount of flesh aud vigor. 
The 
amount of m ilk for the season depends very 
much upon this 
As with all kinds of farm manure, so with 
tobacco stems and stalks—the more valuable 
fertilizing qualities are readily leached out by 
exposure to rain or snow. 
In view of this 
fact tobacco stalks should be drawn to the field 
immediately 
after 
the 
leaves have Leeu 
stripped 
therefrom, 
or kept under cover. 
W hen left scattered about during the winter 
and spring; exposed to snow and heavy rains, 
their value is greatly curtailed, and but little 
effect will he seen from their use in any form, 
although even then I cousider them worth 
drawiug to the field. Iii hauling stable ma­ 
nure in winter upon ground to be planted the 
following gummer with tobacco, it is best to 
unload it in large piles, unless already toler­ 
ably well rotted or free from coarse litter. 
Very coarse manure should not he applied to 
tobacco ground soon to be planted, as it inter­ 
feres with the growth of the plants and also 
with tho cultivation of the tobacco patch. 
The pea is very rich in muscle and bone- 
building elements, and oat* are also superior to 
corn in this respect. 
The oats also assist in 
holding up the pea-viue, so as to prevent early 
lodging, and thus cause it to retaiu its succu­ 
lence longer. 
The crop should be sown in the 
proportion of two bushels of pease and oue of 
oats per acre, ami well covered. The drill nuts 
them in best. 
The united crop should produce 
from forty to sixty bushels of grain to tire acre. 
Now, tho grain is only a part of the cron. 
The 
succulent pea-vine is admirable food for pigs, 
and they should be turned iu wheu the pea is 
just passing out of the milk; they will then 
devour the whole plant, arid it contains as 
much nutrim ent as when fully ripe. 
The suc­ 
culent stalk contains from 40 to 50 per cent. 
as much nutrim ent as the grain. 
Although garden seeds, originally good, and 
carefully preserved, will often germinate aud 
grow at a much greater age than that given 
in the following table, their vitality is likely 
to be more or less impaired, as proved by prac­ 
tical experiment, which has fixed upon the 
figures cited as covering the lim its of safety:

The value of potatoes for planting purposes 
is more or less diminished or destroyed by 
sprouting and having the sprouts rubbed off. 
The sprouts rob the potato ’of much of its 
strength, and it in consequence m ust start off 
with smaller aud more feeble shoots when put 
in the grouud than if it had hot previously 
sprouted. 
The difficulty of preventing mature 
potatoes from sprouting in warm climates has 
brought about of late, aud especially in your 
own State, the practice of planting what is 
called second-growth potatoes fer seed. 
This 
method of growing seed potatoes was intro­ 
duced bv a gardener near Louisville and has 
already been described. 
If early chickens are wanted for m arketer 
for laying next fall, they must be provided for 
now. 
Sitting hens should be removed from 
the flock, and put where they will not suffer 
from cold nor be disturbed by their mates, 
Eggs seldom hatch very well early, and it will 
be well to set two hens at the same time, and 
theu let one have all the chickens when they 
come off. 
Smart poultryinen can tell after 
teu days which egg* will not hatch, and they 
sometimes sort ’be good eggs out and let one 
lieu huish hatchiug them wheu the number is 
not too large. 
Do not turn out to grass till all the heaviest 
part of the spring and e rlv summer labor is 
finis lied, as it is more necessary to keep work­ 
ing oxen strong and in good condition at this 
seasou than at any other throughout the year. 
The only way to do this is to keep the cattle in 
a stable or in a dry yard with good shelter, and 
feed them. as during wintor, on hay and meal. 
There is little nutrim ent iu grass at this sea­ 
son. 
It is so succulent that it scours cattle and 
otherwise weakeus them, rendering them unfit 
to do a fair day’s work, eveu if their ration of 
meal is continued to them. 
After the heaviest labor is over and the 
grass has become more nutritious, cattle may 
Lie turned on to it by degrees, say a half hour 
or so the first three or four days; then gradu­ 
ally increase the time daily till they can re­ 
main entirely at pasture. 
It is advisable to 
also continue Hie meal w’ith a gradual daily 
diminution, or not, according to the work re­ 
quired. 
in the course of a few weeks, lf tile 
labor is light, cattle will do well euough on 
pustule aloue, provided there is plenty of it 
aud bf a good quality. 
A farm can be stocked with sheep cheaper 
than with auy other animals. Sheep will come 
nearer to utilizing everything which grows on 
the farm. 
Less labor will be required for get­ 
ting feed and stock together. 
The returns will 
come in sooner and oftener than with any farm 
stock except hogs. 
Less money is required for 
sheltering and fencing, and less labor is re­ 
quired in herding when outside pasturage is 
accessible and preferred. 
And, finally, a 
handsome income en the investm ent can be 
had without the sale of the animals them­ 
selves. 
If one has a garden that is clayey, it will 
be greatly benefited by putting on it all the 
ashes from the house. 
The ashes make the 
grouud porous, aud thus add to its fertility. 
A good dressing of sand, coal ashes aud ma­ 
nure will assist it wonderfully in the w^y of 
plant developments. Some of the most delicate 
plants that would not succeed at all iu such a 
stiff, heavy soil in its unimproved conditiou, 
will, after such a preparation as noted above, 
flourish in a most satisfactory manner. 
Careful experiments have proved that corn 
which is hilled will blow down more readily 
than that wfaith has level culture. 
This eau 
be accounted for by Hie fact that corn roots 
run very near the surface, and when bills are 
made they are confined to the small space 
covered by the bill, while in level culture the 
roots run from oue row to the other, thus en­ 
abling the corn to stand strong, a* nature in­ 
tended, aud in noway liable to be blown down 
except by wilids of unusual violence. 
Nothing but hay should be given after a 
cow goes dry, and until a week after calving. 
This will almost alw ays avoid any danger of 
garget. 
After calving, begin to feed mod­ 
erately at first until the cow comes fully up 
to her milk.

ab u n d an t crop of at pies, we presum e th ere are 
m any fam ilies who will n o t use a barrel of them 
for th e table this season, lint will devour at least 
six barrels of potatoes. L et us beg of them to 
equalize the two a little m o rt. and purchase a t 
least three barrels of apples to five of potatoes. 
They will find th a t less flour, eggs, sugar and b u t­ 
te! will bo consum ed in a fam ily when a plentiful 
sim ply of apples is stored In the cellar. 
One of 
tin* m ost celebrated physicians of Philadelphia 
eats two raw apples every evening before he re­ 
tires to rest, aud thinks th a t they not only supply 
food to his brain, hut keep th e whose system iii a 
healthy condition.

THE FLOWER GARDEN. 


Flowering P lants for General Cultivation- 
How to Start P la n ta -T h e Forsythias- 
The Carnation. 


In an address recently delivered by Mr. John G. 
B arker, on th# su b ject of "F low ering P lan ts for 
G eneral C ultivation,” he began by speaking of the 
beauty of vines and creepers, some of tho mo3t 
beau tifu l or which are indigenous to our woods. 
A t Oak Hill C em etery, G errytow n, D. C.t be 
noticed, as one of th e m ost interesting features of 
th e place, th a t all failing trees, which are usually 
cu t down as soon as th ey lose their natural beauty, 
w ere allowed to rem ain, b u t the lim bs were sawed 
off a t about three feet from the tru n k , and the 
varlet! a of E nglish ivy which seem to flourish 
rem arkably in th a t clim ate were planted a t th e ir 
base. In th is way a pap w hich, if the tree was cut 
dow n, would take years to fill by p lan tin g a young 
tree, was soon m ade good. 
In ano th er pl ice a 
good strong vine of W istaria sinensis was planted 
a t tho foot of a decaying apple tree, which, lf 
rem oved,woald have left a sad gap, and in a few 
years the old tree was entirely covered and every 
spring becam e an object of indescribable beauty. 
The w istaria is one of the m ost valuable of all 
flowering vines. The tru m p et creeper (B ignonia 
radicans) has clu-ter* 
or beautiful, trnm pet- 
shaped, orange-colored flowers, and should be 
m ore generally cultivated on walls and trees, to 
w hich it adhere* w ith g reat ten <city. 
B ignonia 
grandtfiora p re’cox, w hich has bloomed In the 
grounds of ex-i’reaident Hayes, is a m agnificent 
plan t, producing a g re a t abundance of large, cop­ 
pery crim son (lower*, from July un til frost. The 
different varieties of clem atis are very beautiful. 
The purple flowers of Clem atis J ack raw) ni pro­ 
duce a tine effect, when interm ingled w ith the 
foliage of tile woodbine. C lim bing roses are ex­ 
ceedingly desirable. 
A p lan t of the -Baltim ore 
Belle, near Mr. B arker's residence, cover* a space 
of m ore than 200 square toot, and bas w ithstood 
the changes of ten w inters. The different varie­ 
ties of honeysuckles should receive m ore a tte n ­ 
tio n ; the Lonicera aureo-reticulftta, the leaves of 
w hich are beautifully veined w ith gold lines, 
j am ong tho green-leaved varieties, or grow ing 
w ith clem atis Jackm annl, would m ake a beau ti­ 
ful contrast. 
o f i v rnc.nr.KN’ f l o w En int. S im m s 
th e androm edas are am ong the m ost desirable, 
A. floribunda would produce a good effecr if an 
en tire bed was planted w ith it. 
The h ab it of 
grow th of the genus is n eat and com pact, and 
tile foliage and flowers are beautiful. I ii line 
cneoruin is quite hardy, and forma a dense hu*h 
n o t above el it lit or ten inches high. 
It!* a gem 
am ong shrubs, and deserves a place on the m ar­ 
gins of borders of t diet*shrubs.

In Ju ly the S p in es callosa, double aud single, 
flower, and Indeed continue nearly all sum m er, 
and are valuable on th a t account. 
In A ugust we 
have the altheas and the m agnificent H ydrangea

ianiculata grandlflora. Bu U t’* variegated alth ea 
s v -ry strik in g and effective, ana holds its varie­ 
gation excellently. 
IN' HERDAGXOUfi FLOWERING BLART*, 
Mr. B arker urged th a t m ore attention should be 
gis en to delphinium s. 
Few plants m ake a finer 
show In tho flower garden and shrubbery; they 
are easily cultivated In any good garden soil, b u t 
IT well enriched It is all tho better. The pent- 
stem ons have not vet had tile place thev deserve, 
if hardy; but fu rth er trial is necessary. 
F or cen­ 
tres of beds the E ulalia Jap o n ica is excellent; it 
flower* late in the season, end is one of the hand­ 
som est of All ornam ental grasses, anet for w inter 
bouquets is invaluable. 
Toe irises are a very 
ornam ental genus, hav in g all th e beauty o f the 
finest tropical flowers w ithout th e ir cost. 
The 
Iris Pseudaeorus Is w orth grow ing for the beauty 
of Us foliage; it, docs best in a m oist place. The 
native species of lilies should receive more a tte n ­ 
tio n ; they are q u ite as desirable as any of the 
foreign. ‘Solid ago rigid a I* one of th e hest of the 
m anv golden rod*. 
E pithelium niacrantbuin is a 
uniq u e and beautiful plant, which no one who bits 
once seen it will be w ithout. 
Yucca angustifolia 
aud Y ucca fibim entosa are desirable; the la tte r Is 
very beautiful in clum ps on t ho lawn. 
A t ex- 
P restd en t (B ay’s ground* tile large clum ps w ith a 
background of ledges arc very strik in g . 
H o w to S t a r t P la n t* . 
If a large num ber of plants of p etu n ia and 
Phlox D rum m ond ti ara w anted for plan tin g out, 
it will be well to s ta rt them soon. Those not 
having the facilities of a greenhouse or a plant- 
fram e can m ake U90 of tho window w ith a llttlo 
ex tra care. 
Pots or shallow flans or boxes should 
be filled w ith some lig h t soil and the seed sown 
therein. Tile soil should be light, porous aud 
rich. 
Some good garden soil, m ixed w ith old, 
decayed m anure, well 
com m ingled 
and 
ruu 
through a sieve to tak e out ail tile coarse parts, 
m ay be m ixed w ith an equal am ount of tine 
leaf-m ould

Tnis will m ake a scil th a t the w ater can pass 
through freely, aud will not crust or baku on the 
top, and through w hich the plantlets eau easily 
push them selves aud extend their roots. 
W hen 
.sep arate colola and varieties are to be raised, tao 
I seed should bv sown in rows, carefully labelling 
I each variety. A q u a rte r of ail inch is sufficient 
! depth for phlox seed, ana tho petunia need be 
! only half as deep. 
In stead ol covering the seeds 
w ith the soil after they have been placed in tho 
1 drills, it will be even better to scatter sand along, 
tilling tho drills w ith it, as it will "lie r the least 
resistance to the little germ inating plants, 
’ilia 
soil should be carefully w atered, aud then be 
allow ed to stan d for a tim o and drain before sow­ 
ing tho seed; after seed sow ing Im m ediate w ater 
will no t he needed.

AY lieu the plant* have made th eir appear­ 
ance they should have the benefit of the bust 
lig h t, and he kept in a tem perature of 65° to 70° 
in the daytim e, and n o t Ie.** than 55s a t night. 
W hen the plants have m ade a few loaves, aud 
begin to crow d each other, they should be care­ 
fully lifted and tran sp lan ted separately 
into 
o th er boxes, w here they will have room to devel- 
on, and can receive th e lig h t aud a ir on all sides. 
A s-cond tran sp lan tin g a few weeks la te r will be 
de*irable, aud tile plants will be the stockier and 
better-rooted for 
th is 
ex tra labor 
expended 
on them . Give air a t suitable tim es, aud by 
w atchful care and atten tio n keel) the plants in 
vigorous grow tli u n til they are ready to take 
th e ir place in the open grounds, fo r which they 
may be prepared by gradually exposing them 
m ore and m ore to th e air, and thus hardening 
them off. 
If tho w eather should prem ise to be 
dry when tile proper tim e arrives to plan t out, 
rai;o th e betis over and proceed with tb e w o ik , 
and afterw ards give each plant a little w ater and 
provide some slight shade; there is nothing b etter 
in th is way th an a handful of newly-cut grass 
laid thinly over each pl.,ut. Hie grass shades 
for a (lay or two, but, ak it drie.-, gradually ex­ 
poses the plants to th e sun, which they are tim e 
enabled to bear. The a tte r cuijuro is to stir th e 
ground aud keep it free from weeds. 
T h e F o rsy th ia * . 
In th e early spring, w hen the dum ber of flower­ 
ing shrubs is b u t lim ited, tie F orsythias are 
am ong the m ost conspicuous, lo th the shrubby- 
grow ing Forsyth! viridissiuia aud th e clim bing, 
F o rsy th ia F ortune! being tbeD squally one m ass 
or golden blossoms. 
The first of these, Forsythia 
v itidissim a. Is one of fortune’s m any intro d u c­ 
tion* from China. 
It form s a Iree-growlng de­ 
ciduous shrub, the flowers of which are produced 
before th e foliage, and are of k golden yellow, 
the leaves being b rig h t green m d willow-like. 
This F o rsy th ia succeeds well a lip tilt anyw here, 
and though unusually severe frosts, such as we 
experienced last w inter In some (laces, injure tile 
flowers, yet in m any others they sustain no harm . 
The p lan t itself seem s proof a .-.ain st any am ount 
of cold. This shrub is well adopted for forcing, 
as. flow ering as ft does naturally lory early, it re­ 
quires bu t little h eat to bring it on, and the 
m asses of gayly-colored blossoms have a pleasing 
effect associated w ith those of other subjects. 
The n ex t species, F orsythia Fortune!, is, as has 
been stated , a clim bing plant, mid a w orthy rival 
or com panion to Jasu n n u m auditorium although 
the la tte r is the h ist to open, us 


IT FLOWERS IN THE CREATES! PROFUSION, 
w hile th e leaves of this are both fiinpie aud com ­ 
pound. F o r covering walls tb s kind is very 
suitable. IL should be fastened (o the wall un til 
it is densely covered, anil then lib long, graceful 
branches should be allowed to hahs out natu rally 
to th e ir full ex ten t; thus treated, w hether in 
flower or not, it ii a really beautiful object. This 
species was introduced from Japan by F ortune in 
1861, and, like its congener, is perfectly hardy. 
U nder the nam e of F o rsy th ia sgspensa we have 
one th a t differs but little, if any from F orsythia 
F ortune!; iii fact, I have been unable to d etect 
the difference; for instance, susjiensa is said to 
hear sim ple leaves and F o n u n elco m p o u n d ones, 
h u t the two kinds of tobago m at often he found 
on the sam e braucb. Forsythias succeed well 
tr a ile d on privet, and, when stm d ard high, sus- 
pensa then form s a w eeping plan!. There is, how ­ 
ever, no occasion to g ra ft for th e purposes of 
Propagation, as both species stak e freely from 
cu ttin g s. 
T h e C a rn a tio n ! 
N ext after the rose I know of no p lan t th a t will 
give m ore satisfaction than the perpetual flower­ 
in g carnation. There is no palticular skill re­ 
quired to grow it properly, anil yet it is p artial 
to certain conditions of teinpem turo and m oist­ 
ure, especially du rin g w inter. C uttings taken 
off now, w ith a “heel,” th a t is w:th a very slight 
portion of the m ain stem attach*!, and placed in 
a box of clean sand, will root readily if p u t in a 
cool room and covered w ith gips. Do no t give 
th$m a superabundance of w aur, n eith er m ust 
they be allowed to becom e dry. W hen rooted pot 
off is to sm all pots aud Boob cod anti m oderately 


( moi«t. 
As soon as the w eather becom es mild 
i they may be 
PL \NTED IN THE OPEN AROUND, 
w ith the soil light and rich, when they will soon 
s ta rt into active grow th, and by autum n will form 
j tine, large clum ps. 
If intended for w inter bloom­ 
ing, all the flower buds should bo rem oved as-non 
as they appear Uuriug sum m er; bu t lf for garden 
decoration alone, they wilt furnish a fine c rop of 
flowers all the season thro u g h : th a t is, the tree- 
bloom ing varieties. 
Early In autum n tho clumps 
m ust be very carefully lilted , care being taken 
not to break the hall of earth , aud potted into -ix- 
inch pots, g iv n g them plenty of drainage In th a 
way of broken pot* and charcoal, and using de­ 
com posed soils ana m anure for soil. 
D uring w in­ 
ter the carnation is very p artial to a cool atmo- 
sphere and very little w ater, m erely sufficient to 
h ep them from boing entirely dry. ami on ii,IM 
days give fresh air freely. They delight in moi*, 
titre on the foliage, which m ay be applied with a

su d d en ly fed w ith a grea t accession o f co sm ic 
heat.

Italian Landscape Painting on Class. 


Tho following Instructions are fo r w hat is 
known as "ita lia n landscape painting on glass," 
“ Ivorytype,” “ C ryet.iltype,” etc.: 
1—Procure your lithograph or engraving for 
your design to tran sfer oil glass, and cu t the m ar­ 
gin off around your picture; this done, lay your 
picture in a pan oi clean w ater till it sinks, after 
which rem ove it and lay it between dry papers, *o 
as to absorb the m ost of tho w aler a r a I ii. Old 
new spaper* will answ er for th a t purpose, 
2— fills done, clean your glass and wipe It dry; 
then cover it w ith dem ur varnish, spre (ding it at 
the sam e tim e event) all over with a flat varnish 
brush, so th a t th ere is no spot left uncovered; 
this done,Icy it away so th a t the varnish eau flow 
sm oothly. 
8 - When your varnish I* nearly dry very llttlo 
tacky ), so th a t tan varnish will iiot stick to your 
fin-or* when touched, but *u ap When your linger 
Is rem oved, th en lay your picture upon the table, 
or any sm ooth surface, w ith tho fact) or front side 
up. end hold your varnished glass on it, w ith the 
varnished side down, in th e position yon w ant 
the picture on the glass.

carefully, pro-sing lightly; th is will unite your 
varnished glass and tho lace of your picture.

n (ted by your lithograph or engraving, using ar­ 
tists' colors and brushes. Color* m ust lie u*ed 
according

using them . 
No shading is required, as th a t is 
done by tne lithograph or engraving.

The little village of Dolgeville, in H erkim er 
county, N. Y',, lias tho only m anufactory of 
sounding-boards in 
the world, and the only 
factory for m aking piano lolls in this country. 
The work 
gives 
em ploym ent lo 480 people. 
When 
tho 
piano 
felt 
lactory 
was brought 
here, in 1874, th e village contained less m an 
HJO inhabitants, and Hie single tannery th a t 
alone 
had 
u tiliz 'd 
the 
stream , which 
has

T U E U P U IS IK O OF LABOKi 


The num erous labor strikes in the country 
ale attracting considerable attention. 
Thou­ 
sands of co alm in ers, 1ron-workers and mill 
operatives 
are on 
strike. 
As 
business is 
good aud there is plenty of money in the 
country these labor troubles are creating some 
surp rise; but tho reason for them is very 
sim ple. 
The fact is th a t after the panic of 
1873 the w orking classes expec’ed to labor 
for low wages until tim es were better, and 
did not grum ble. 
Tim es did improve, and the 
moneyed interests recovered from the effects 
of the panic, bu t the capitalists have not kept 
their jjoiuises to Ute laborers. 
The price of 
living also increased, 
until now some of the 
necessaries of life approxim ate in price to what 
they cost during the w ar and directly after it, 
b ut wages have not been proportionally in ­ 
creased. 
Thou, too, a m ost prolific source of strikes 
is tfie absurd tariff which ha* not benefited 
A m erican laoor aud A m erican industries as 
the high protectionists predicted. 
On the 
contrary, the burden of taxation has increased 
and the present tariff law has worked to the 
aggrandizem ent of the few as against the 
rights of the m any. 
W e have a good illustra­ 
tion of this in the strike of m ill operatives at 
Lawrence, as thus shown by the Lawrence 
Sentinel: 
“ The stock of the Pacific m ills, of 
a par value of 8 1 0 0 0 , is worth 8 2 0 0 0 in Ihe 
m arket today. For a period of tw enty years the 
corporation bas paid its stockholders annual 
dividends of from IO to 24 per cent.,and with 
its surplus earnings, after paym eut of these 
big dividends,bus built additional costly m ills, 
aud Is about to build another, and has other­ 
wise increased the value of its property. 
A nd 
yet, with this rem arkable record of past and 
present prosperity and great profits, tho corpo­ 
ration proposes to cut down the wages of its 
operatives on the pretence that it cannot afford 
to pay the present wage rate. 
H ere we have a 
fine illustration of how protection protects 
A m erican labor!” 
Practical instances of this description con­ 
clusively show the m anner In which the work­ 
ing classes are held in subjection. 
W hen the 
tai iff i< m od'fled, because as It stands now it 
only m eans low wages to laborers and a high 
cost of living, the condition of workingmen 
w ill be alleviated, hotter wages paid, our in­ 
dustries benefited, and strikes of rare occur­ 
rence.

W ilH un A. Cook, special counsel for the 
governm ent in tho S tar route prosecutions, 
has retired from the service, and in giving bis 
reasons therefor, pl tees the present adm inis­ 
tration in a predicam ent 'b a t would be awk­ 
ward for ain* hut a R epublican crowd accus­ 
tomed to the most 
barefaced com pounding 
of felonies for the sake of harm ony in the 
party.

G arfield 
instructed

the 
guilty 
parties, 
no 
m atter 
who 
stood

way, bu t after the death of G arfield all bis 
plans were system atically frustrated and his 
most efficient assistants frozen out, one after 
another. 
A. M. Gibson, who was m ost active 
in exposing the rascalities of the postal ser­ 
vice, was squeezed out of tho case, and all the 
detectives em ployed to watch the jury au d 
witnesses were rem oved. 
The fact th a t P hila­ 
delphia detectives were im ported to take the 
places of those who were discharged is in 
itself deeply significant, for a more thoroughly 
corrupt aud m ercenary body of men than the 
detectives of P hiladelphia would be hard to 
find outside of State prisons and the U nited 
States c iril service. 
Surrounded bv such 
agents and ham pered in every possible way by 
the officers selected by the new adm inistration 
to "assist” him , Mr. Cook realized that the 
prosecution m ust fail ignom iniously, and felt 
com pelled to retire from the case. 
Tile adm inistration m ay and probably will 
secure the hearty support of the Star route 
thieves by assisting them to escape, b a t if M r 
A rth u r is mixed up in this business be is 
m aking the biggest m istake of his life.

A m erican people have subm itted very patiently 
to

ceived by Republican rings, bu t this trick 
of perpetually protecting

M. HE GEj.SE US’ SCHEME. 


The lack of progress, so far as the work on 
the P anam a caual project is concerned, is 
beginning to attract considerable attention. 
The latest advices indicate th at De Lessens’ 
grand schem e is alm ost if not quire a failure. 
It is generally conceded that neither the lim ited 
States nor any other nation has any objection to 
the construction of the canal. 
The benefits to 
be derived from it are obvious. 
The reason 
why it is nearly a failure seems rather strange 
when the efforts of Do Lcs-eps in connection 
with the Suez canal are remembered, hut it 
appears from apparently trustw orthy reports 
th at even th a t accom plished gentlem an is not 
infallible, and' ha* erred in judgm ent to a 
surprising decree. 
The P anam a correspondent of the New York 
H erald thoroughly, vet d licately, points out 
the fatal m istakes th a t the great canal con­ 
structor has com m itted, and which have par­ 
alyzed the enterprise. 
I t transpires that M. 
do Lesseps, who is of a very sanguine temper­ 
am ent, has jeopardized the hopes of a great 
undertaking "bv counting everybody bis per­ 
sonal enem y and an opponent of the canal 
who did not agree w ith him in all things.” 
This was certainly a blunder, becauso many 
A m ericans justly entertain a deep interest 
in tho project, and the U nited States is bound 
by treaty to defend the sovereignty of Colombia 
in the territory through which the canal is to 
run. 
Colombia not having backed out of the 
treaty of 1848 it is to be inferred th a t she still 
continues to accept the protectorate. 
A nother 
m istake is tho effort to cut an ocean-level 
canal, because it is contended that it is next to 
im possible to dam the Chagres riv r,and a her­ 
culean undertaking to out through theC nlebra 
m ountain. 
De Lesseps also blundered about 
the cost of the canal, aud while ho thought at 
oue tim e th at 8 1 2 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 would suffice it 
is more than likely th a t twice th a t sum will 
eventually he required, judging by his aborsive 
efforts the last fifteen m ouths. 
Then, too, m istakes have been made in the 
labor question. 
O f course it is a hard clim ate 
to stand, but the m ajority of the m en thus far 
engaged are said to he "m ore ornam ental on 
the P aris boulevards than useful at the face of 
a cu t.” 
Owing to weaiher discomforts the 
men can work on ly od average of four days at 
81 pier day, w hile their, board costs them 
84 50. 
There certainly can be nothing very 
cheering about such a prospect. 
I t will thus 
be seou th at De Lesseps has made m any inex­ 
cusable m istakes. 
B ut the greatest of these errors, according 
to the correspondent, is "th a t no actual work 
in the way of caual-cutting has leon dove— 
that is, no work w orthy of the nam e when as­ 
sociated with the great enterprise of an inter­ 
oceanic ship canal. 
I t will do to say that a 
m a a Blight alm ost is vain bo out with a lan­ 


tern and a m agnifying glass to find tho canal 
works. 
If t h e directors of th# com pany bad 
studied how to convince practical ti en either 
th at they ore not serious iu their efforts or that 
they are'quite unfitted to the ta s k .it would 
have been impossible for them to succeed bet­ 
ter. 
They arc wasting tim e and money to no 
purpose.” 
M. de Lessens will certainly have 
to awake from his apparent stupor if all theso 
reports nro true, or he will return to F rance 
a sadly disappointed m an,and one whose repu­ 
tation as an engineer of canal projects is irrep­ 
arably injured. 


A H A H S P R E E . 


There are some pretty hard stories on record 
of the sprees which drunkards have indulged 
in, and it is quito common to hear the rem ark, 
" I am net astonished at w hat a drunken man 
does.” 
N either is it astonishing, because he 
has been known to do some wonderful things, 
and of a character which a m an in his senses 
never would have dream ed of attem pting. 
E ven at the present m om ent the police of this 
city are looking for a m an 
who m ar have 
com m itted a m urder w hile 
in a sem i-un­ 
conscious state caused by intem perance. One 
of the most extraordinary drunks, however, 
th at the medical fraternity probably ever 
cam e across is now puzzling New York physi­ 
cians. 
The other day a m an actually only 40 
years of age, but having the appearance of 
being GO, possessed of 8 8 0 in gold, put up at 
a hotel and said that he was going to drink 
8 8 0 worth of cham pagne. 
H e engaged a 
room, but after drinking 8 4 0 worth abused 
nature began to rebel and the delirium tre­ 
m ens set in. 
The host became frightened and 
secured his removal to the hospital. 
And 
bere is where the am azing feature of the 
spree 
comes 
in. 
The 
patient 
told 
the 
doctor 
th at 
be 
was 
used 
to 
large doses of brom ide 
arui 
chloral and 
“ m ust have lots of them .” 
The doctor says: 
" I gave him ninety grains of bromide aud 
thirty grains of chloral, which is a big dose, 
th at am ount of chloral having been known to 
cause death.” 
This having no effect on him, 
he adds, " I kept giving him tho sam e doso 
every two hours for tw enty-four hours, and in 
that time he had taken G85 grains of bromide 
and 273 grains of chloral w ithout its having 
had the slightest effect on him .” 
It would 
certainly seem that the intem perate m an must 
have been made of lignum -viiae to have under­ 
gone this heroic treatm ent, bu t the end was not 
y et.H e was given a sm all dose of m orphine until 
he gaiued some sleep, alter which he took some 
nourishm ent. 
"In tho next two days, how­ 
ever, he took 235 additional grains of brom­ 
ide, 135 of chloral and one-half grain of 
m orphine. 
Ile was discharged cured on tho 
fourth day, having iii seveuty-tw o hours taken 
9 2 0 grains of bromide, 4 1 2 grains of chloral 
and five-eighths of a grain of m orphia.” 
W e 
are not surprised that this case puzzled the 
doctors. 
The patient was a C alifornian and 
said that he had spent m ouths in P aris and 
Loudon hospitals recovering from the effects 
of debauches. 
No one, we im agine, will dis­ 
pute the physician iu question, Dr. Thom as of 
the Chandlers Street H ospital, that "this is the 
most wonderful case of drunk ever seen or 
beard of.” 


IN T H E I N T E R E S T O F H E A L T H . 


In an able essay on "T he Struggle for Life 
A gainst Civilization and iE stheticism ,” read 
before the Academy of M edicine, Dr. F. H . 
H am ilton of New York has touched upon 
some topics that are of vital 
interest to 
students and conservators of the public health. 
F rom a sanitary standpoint his observations 
are valuable. 
For exam ple, lie states that 
"w hen in the progress of civilization, the fire­ 
places disappeared, w ith 
their great open 
throats—the best ventilators ever invented— 
aud decorated cast-iron stoves were substi­ 
tuted, house sanitation experienced a loss 
which no sanitary engineer or architect has 
ever repaired; and w hen, in obedience to tho 
same inexorable dem ands cf progress in luxury 
aud awtheticism , gas was substituted for oil 
and hot air or hot steam furnaces for stoves the 
hand was again moved forward another point 
on the dial of hum an life.” H ygienists have 
often pointed these things out, but fashion, 
that dom ineering m istress, has disregarded 
the laws of health and aestheticism has now 
come forward and is aiding her. 
The lecturer 
says that the efforts to heat our houses have 
deprived us of a large proportion of oxygen 
and "the plum bers have at last rendered actu­ 
ally poisonous w hat rem ained by connecting 
the interior of every room iu our houses w ith 
the sewers.” 
W ater is thus vitiated by these 
gases and the doctor m akes the positive state­ 
m ent that he never saw a case of diph­ 
theria 
in 
N ew 
Y ork 
City 
until 
the 
Croton 
w ater 
was 
introduced. 
H e 
is 
not 
sparing 
of 
his 
criticism s 
upon 
what our present social habits dem and of 
adults aud children in the way of dress, aud 
points out the diseases and discom forts which 
they entail. 
Dr. H am ilton’s antidote for the 
unwholesome atm osphere of houses is worthy 
of serious consideration. 
It is: 
"F irst—T hat 
all plum bing having any direct or indirect 
com m unication with the powers shall be ex­ 
cluded from those portions of our houses w bich 
we habitually occupy. 
In other words, thqjt 
it shall be placed in a separate building or 
annex. 
Second—T hat we return to the open 
fireplace or the crate as a m eans of w anning 
our private houses. T hird—A dim inished con­ 
sum ption of oxygen by gas burners ” 
These 
im portant questions ought to be discussed by 
the people of the whole country, aud of cities 
especially. 
Reforms iu this direction will be 
conducive to the public health. 


S IN G S IN G R O T T E N N E S S . 


The stones th a t ex-convicts tell when re­ 
leased from prison m ust alw ays be taken wiih 
co n sid erate allow ance, bu t when they all 
tally exactly, as far as essential facts are con­ 
cerned, the public cannot refrain from believ­ 
ing that there is some tru th in them . 
W e are 
all fam iliar with stories concerning Sing Sing 
aud iis m anagem ent, and have read in tho 
papers of escapes that m ust have been con­ 
nived at by the prison officials, aud indeed 
such charges have not been infrequently made 
and 
officers 
discharged. 
Then, 
too, 
it 
is commonly know n th a t the wealthy prisoner 
bas beeu treated 
better, especially in New 
York prisons, than his im pecunious fellow- 
convict, 
A m ap who has spout six years in 
the Sing Sing penitentiary and the A uburn 
prison tells the New York H erald of his ex­ 
perience, w hich certainly is rather rem ark­ 
able. but in 
keeping with oilier narratives 
which have been related concerning the treat­ 
m ent of convicts. Soon after ti is incarceration 
it appears th a t be was introduced to what. was 
called a quarry ring of "guns,” pubhcly’know n 
as burglars. 
One of them paid ids adm ittance 
fee of 825, believing th at he (ii e n o w mem­ 
ber) would get it from irieuils aud repay it. 
I Lese "g u n s,” according to tho ex-convict, 
did n o te a t at tic regular table, although they 
appeared to <lo so; did no work, but were duly 
warned of the approach of the warden, aud 
appeared to be laboring when ho cam e; were 
not poor, sorpe of them having lrom 8 5 0 0 to 
85000 in their pockets; sm oked, dialled, 
glared cards, lived 
well and drank cheap 
whiskey, which was 
m ade by a 
prisoner 
named Jo h n Short, who "paid tho keepers 850 
or §60 a week for the privilege, and he sold 
the m iserable stuff re the convicts who could 
afford to buy it for 82 a boltie, and sometimes 
more. 
W hen he left prison lie had a sm all 
hand hag full of bills which he had acquired 
in this way.” 
The inform ant says th a t wlieu 
Siokes was in Sing Sing it is a well-known 
fact th at he used to range around the hills or 
go fishing on the river during the hot sum m er 
nights. 
H is food, wines and cigars were sent 
up to him from New York, 
in A uburn be 
"roomed” in the hospital (he never sioke of 
his cell), aud the ladies used to come in from 


all the surrounding country to see "th e curled 
(Jailing,” as he was called. 
The old charge I* 
reiterated th a t the public have no conception 
of the horrors th at really exist in Sing Sing 
prison. 
I t is charged th at the same condition 
of things exists at A uburn, though to a less 
extent, because the newspapers and public 
keep a constant watch on its aff airs, hence 
tho punishm ent is not so severe nor the abuses 
so notorious. 


O PIU M E A T IN G ANH SMOKING. 


The reform ers, 
particularly those of the 
Faxon stripe, who are struggling to m ake the 
world pure and good by abolishing the liquor 
traffic, should not confine them selves to this 
evil alone, 
but direct their attention to the 
alarm ing grow th of the opium curse. 
Occa­ 
sionally th e newspapers take up the subject, 
aud show the evil wbii H this drug is causing, 
but 
there 
is 
no 
popular 
m ovem ent 
to­ 
wards checking too ruiD which follows its use. 
The alcoholic drinker does Dot, as a rule, dis­ 
guise his weakness, bu t tho consum er of 
opium resorts to all sorts of subterfuges to ob­ 
tain the deadly drug, and therefore its con­ 
sum ption has secretly grown to enorm ous and 
alarm ing proportions. 
M edical m en, above 
all other*, know the extent of this traffic. 
A 
New York correspondent, who has interview ed 
an authority on the subject, throws some ad­ 
ditional light upon it which is valuable. 
It 
is 
stated 
th at 
m any 
persons 
who 
in ­ 
nocently 
take 
m orphine 
for th eir nerves 
are 
unaw are 
th at 
m orphine 
is 
opium 
in 
the 
form 
of 
a 
sulphate, 
and 
is 
seven tim es as strong as the gum opium. 
U ntil 1861, says this correspondent, gum 
opium alone was used by those addicted to the 
habit. 
In th at year occurred the first im porta­ 
tion of m orphia—only tw elve ounces. 
The 
im portation of gum opium for the same year 
Was 1 0 9,536 pounds. 
In 1880 there were 
received at tho port of New Y ork alouo 533,- 
451 pounds of opium aud 8 8 2 2 ounces of 
m orphia. 
Iii 1876 it w as estim ated that there 
were 2 2 5 ,0 0 0 opium eaters iu this country. 
Today th* num ber is placed by good authority 
at not less than 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
A lbany annually 
takes 3 5 0 0 pounds of opium, 5 5 0 0 outices of 
m orphia and 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 pills of m orphia. 
St. 
Louis is credited w ith 2 0 ,0 0 0 and Chicago 
with 25,000. 
Since the war, the South has 
consum ed great quantities of the drug. 
In 
com parison to population Texas wius the 
unenviable distinction of leading ail other 
Slates in the use of this insidious i oison. 
ifc* 
these figures some idea of bow tho habit has 
grown may bo gained. 
B ut the official figures 
do not tell the whole story. 
In San F ran­ 
cisco it is largely used, and great quantities 
of opium are sm uggled into this country. 
It 
m ust uot be thought th a t the Chinese alone 
consumo it. 
On tho contrary, it is asserted 
th at physicians, lawyers, politicians and m any 
others of the educated class h abitually eat or 
sm oke it, while m any of the finest ladies in the 
land are addicted to the habit. 
This subject 
is certainly one of the gravest character. 
It is 
sensibly argued that the duty of overcoming 
this evil lies largely with physicians, 
who 
m ust discover some substitute for m orphia, 
which is now so freely prescribed in various 
forms. C ontinual agitation of this topic would 
doubtless result iu putting a healthy and 
effective check on a dem oralizing and debili­ 
tating habit. 


POLY G A M Y IN UTAH." 


So much has been w ritten on tho Mormon 
question th at the past history of these people 
is well known. 
Now th a t the anti-polygam y 
hill bas passed and w ill soon be signed by the 
President, much speculation is indulged in as 
to w hat will be the effect of the new law.

"W h y sboald a w rit be w ithheld th a t would 
authorize an officer to enter an endow m ent 
house, w ithin whose precincts the laws are in 
defiance broken, and where first 
and only 
law ful wives are required to give place to 
other and'unlaw ful so-called wives?” 
The fruitful source of all the troutdes of the 
M orm ons seems to have been their greed for 
unw arranted political power and superfluous 
wives. 
The sovereignty of the church is par­ 
am ount in U tah, and this is where their power 
lie*. 
T hat institution has been proven as-ex­ 
erting an unlaw ful influence. 
The leaders of 
it have treated the people as slaves. 
B ut will 
the anti-polygam y bill accom plish its purpose? 
L et us hope so. 
The people are entitled to their religious 
belief if they d» not transgress the laws of the 
U nited States; but the w riter com plains that 
"th e same ignorance of civil and religious 
rigbls exists today as form erly. 
The same in­ 
sane greed for political power exist*, and tho 
same dream of polygam ic em pire dazzles the 
leaders of these people.” 
I t is also significant 
th at Jo h n T ayltr, their leader, said in a recent 
serm on: "M eet ngs are being held all over the 
country, at which all kinds of resolutions are 
passed about us. 
O ur potatoes, corn and 
w heat grow all the same, only thev m ust keep 
hands off.” 
It will not be surprising if there 
is further trouole in jolygam ous territory.

Tyrone, 
Ire­ 
land, 
and 
have 
been 
regarded 
as 
worthy 
an d 
industrious 
people. 
They 
w ere 
m arried sixteen years ago and have had five chil­ 
d ren, th e oldest, Jo h n n y , 14 years old, an d tho 
tw o youngest, tw ins, about a year old. 
L ast 
sum m er the McCaffrey* built a new bouse, and 
th e fam ily relations w ere pleasant, although two 
years ago the fath er was sen t co the insane asylum 
fo r th reaten in g to shoot bls wife, b u t he was soon 
released. 
L ast S aturday n ig h t M cCaffrey and his wife, 1 
th e tw ins aud M cCaffrey's m otlier, 84 years old i 
and totally blind, slept in the bedroom down 
stairs. 
The other children slept up stairs. 
W hat 
followed is told as the boy Jo h u u ie n arrates it to 
your correspondent: 
“ My sister woke me d p a t 3 o’clock. 
M other ; 
w as crying and we crep t down stairs. F ath er had j 
m other on the floor pounding ber. Sh** cried, j 
‘clou't.1 
I tried to get him aw ay but he swore and 
k ep t on pounding ber. 
bim got tty tw ice and said 
•good-by’ and t en he killed her w ith a piece of 
firewood. G randm other was in the sittin g room 
b u t she cam e into the 
bedroom and fath er 
knocked ber down, too. 
Then lie stam ped on 
them both and w ent and go t his butcher knife 
and stabbed them both iii Hie Head aod side until 
they were dead. G ranam ottPT cried several tim es 
b u t he broke a ch air over her head an a stopped 
ber. 
I tried to run away, but 
Ile T h r e a te n e d to Kill M e 
if I did, and m ade me help him do the bodies up 
in sheets and carry them to the cellar door, where 
we pushed them down the stairs. Then be m ade 
us go to bed while he cleaned up the blood on the 
floor and walls w ith ashes. 
We two cuildren 
looked in aud saw everything, but the others 
were in bed.

Crowds of neighbors 
were gathered about the scene, discussing the 
terrib le crim e. 
In the kitchen were found sticks 
of wood aGd a broken ch n r soaked w ith blood, 
entw ined w ith the m other’s gray hair. Inside the 
bedroom the victim s lay while the neighbors 
gossipped outride in the m ild M arch sun; the

W aterbury and th e w retched fath er paced his 
lonely cell in M ontpelier jail. H uts widely sep. 
arate’d are toe parties of whom on S aturday were 
th e m em bers of a com paratively happy and com ­ 
fortable fam ily. Among the neighbors m osent 
was R alph H opkins, who last saw McCaffrey be­ 
fore the m uruer was com m itted. 
McCaffrey rode 
over to Hopkins* house S aturday afternoon on 
horseback, w ith a cham about bis horse’s neck, 
and w aving ills h a rd s and acting strangely. 
• H opkins,” said be, ” 1 will guard my house any­ 
way. 
They ars trying to take my children, but I 
will be even w ith m ein u they do." 
H opkins 
says he th o u g h t he acted strangely, but tu o u g h t 
little about it until the bloody tragedy cam e to 
light. Not one of those who had known the 
fam ily could be fouud but believed the m urderer 
entirely insane. 
A visit to the ham showed the 
stock in good order, quietly < haw ing th eir cud, 
and tho farm of 320 acres shown signs of pros­ 
perity. 
Mr. P itk in believes 
The Prisoner Entirely Irresponsible, 
and expects to dispose of the m urderer quietly. 
Two or three physicians will be asked as to his in­ 
sanity, and then he will be sent to the B rattleboro 
Insane Asylum . 
In Septem ber hts case can lie 
bro u g h t beiore the grand ju ry of W ashington 
coum y, and under the statu tes they can re p o u to 
the judge th eir belief in his insanity, when the 
judge eau sentence nim to the asylum w ithout the 
expense of a trial, and th is will undountedly he 
done.

C ourt recently, in th e case of Jam es G reen wood, 
appellant, va. th e Uulon F reig h t Company, appeal 
from the C ircuit C ourt of the U nited S tates for 
th e d istric t or M assachusetts.the facts were given 
as follows: By an act of the L egislature of M assa­ 
chusetts, ansated A pril 20, 1807, there was organ­ 
ized in the city of Boston a street railroad corpo­ 
ratio n , to be know n aa “ T he M siglnal F reig h t 
Railroad ’Coniteany.” 
A fterw ard, 
on 
May 6 , 
1872, tbe L egislature of M assachusetts incor­ 
porated, by ail act of th a t date, the “ U nion 
F reig h t R ailroad C om pany,” w hich, by v irtu e of 
its ch arter and flfie authority of the Board of 
Alderm en of Boston, was autixortzcd to run its 
track 
through tfie sam e 
streets 
and 
over 
th e 
sam e ground covered by the track of 
tb e M arginal F r i g h t Railroad Com pany, and 
to take possession of tbe track of any other 
stre et railroad com pany on paym ent of com pen­ 
sation. 
This la tte r net also repealed the ch arter 
of th e M arginal com pany. The p resen t su it is 
brought by a stockholder of tbe M arginal com ­ 
pany, and tb e p ray er of the bill is for an in ju n c­ 
tion to prevent the Union com pany from taking 
possession of the 
H are Inal com pany’s p rep ­ 
pie 
erty, aud for genal MI relief. Tbe que-tion pre­ 
sented to the court is w hether to e act of the 
L egislature ol M assachusetts of May ti, 1872, re­ 
pealing the ch arter of tbe M arginal com pany, is 
lieyond the power of th a t L egislature, avid is for­ 
bidden by an y th in g in the ’C onstitution of the 
U nited States. 
I he co u rt decided th a t th e ques­ 
tion of the repeal of tim ch arter of the M argin >1 
com pany was to ne ddcided by tho reservation 
act ct the G eneral S tatu tes of M assachusetts, 
viz.: “ Every act of incorporation passed a fter the 
l i t h day of M arch, liV il, shall be su b ject to 
am endm ent, a lteratio n dr lepeal a t th e pleasure 
of the.

Josephine Iiyman’s Horrible Ex­ 
perience in a Trance. 


Cutting* O ff H er H a ir B efo re P u ttin g 
H e r in th e C offin .

Hym en, a 
fair-haired, 
blue-eyed 
young w om an, w rites a correspondent of tbe Cin­ 
cin n ati E n q u irer from Evansville, Indiana, is ju st 
recovering from a rem arkable illness at tho home 
of her sister, Mrs. Brown, in th is place. 
H er 
p aren ts dto'd some yqars ago, and Josephine w ent 
to work in St. Jam es, a iittlo village near here. 
One S aturday night lis t w inter she went, to sing­ 
ing school. 
She had n o t been in her scat long 
wheu she felt a very strange sensation about the 
head, accom panied by p a in t in tbe back. Shn

The body becam e colder and Colder, the 
eyes were open and starin g , the lips were apart, 
thero was n<> perceptible pulse, and every indica­ 
tion pointed to death, 
Physicians pronounced

On the evening of 
th a t day th ere was a slight change in the ap­ 
pearance of the boily, which gave tile srartlcd 
w atchers a faint hope th a t the girl lay In a trance, 
and th a t tills was hu t d e ath 's counterfeit. Tho 
body lay on its back, witli artus folded, ju s t as 
tho atten d an ts had placed it. 
There was not tbe 
least perceptible b reathing; the eyes still had 
th a t stony, unm eaning gaze; t h o 'lac e was as 
pallid as w hite m arble; but 
T h e Ic in e ss c*f B e a l D e a th 
was w anting. 
The feet and lim bs were not warm , 
but they did not have H ist chilly touch th a t is a 
stfre accom panim ent of aetual dissolution. There 
was sufficient doubt in th e mind* of those in a t­ 
tendance to w arran t caution, and so another day 
and night passed. 
On W ednesday, or tho fourth 
day a lte r the girl was first stricken down, the priest 
was again sent for. A lter critically exam ining 
the case and consulting WUU tho physician, he 
said: “ It is a trance. 
S h e m ay c o m e 'tai herself, 
b u t it will be bu t m om entary. 
When she relapse* 
all will be over. 
She can ’t live.*’ A ccordingly 
th e funeral was set to r the next day.

I tried to look conscious and let 
them know th a t I understood it all, bu t it was 
Im possible. 
I t is a w onder I did not die of 
frig n t an d agony. 
I often think th a t I would 
sooner die, a thousand tim es sooner, than go 
through th a t experience again. Finally, when 
all was ready, when the shroud was finished, 
and all had left the room b u t two or three, 
some one said: ‘A in’t you going to cu t ber iiair 
off?’ 
My hair was done up in long braids, and 
fell down 
my back. 
‘Yes,’ said my 
sister, 
‘we’ll cu t it off now,’ Then they got tho scis­ 
sors and cam e up to mc. 
W hile one of them 
took hold of my bead and turned it to one side, 
tho one w ith tho scissors began the cutting. 
I C ould F e e l th e Cold S te e l 
on my neck. I realized th a t this was about th e last 
th in g th ey ’d do before p u ttin g mo in Hie coffin. 
Tho w om an began to clip, and in a second or 
tw o one long braid of hair was taken off and 
laid aside. 
My head was then tu rn ed tbe other 
way to allow them to get a t the o th er braid, but 
th is was not touched. T hank God! som ething 
in my condition or som e m ovem ent, I don’t 
know w hat it was, c m sed .my sister to scream , 
and I was saved. 
The scissors dropped to the 
floor w ith a loud noise, tbe wom an jum ped hack 
nearly scared to death, and I sat up. 
You should 
have seen th a t house a little while after that. 
I 
thought ever.)body had gone crazy. 
‘V enie’s 
alive!’ ‘V ente’s alive!’ The whole neighborhood 
cam e rushing in as soon as they heard of it, and 
for several days there was nothing talked about 
bu t me. 
My folks thought I d id n ’t know w hat 
had been going on. 
L ittle they th o u g h t th a t 
every word spoken in th a t room was heard and 
understood hy me. 
They tried to keep every­ 
body from referring to the fact th a t my shroud 
wa* bought, the coffiu ordered and the funeral 
arranged. They made an excuse, too, for p a rt 
of my hair being cut off. 
They told me the rea­ 
son of it was th a t a plaster had been p u t on tbe 
back of my neck, aud my b alr got so tangled in 
It th a t it had to be cu t away. I d id n ’t say any­ 
thing. One day my little brother said to m e. 
‘Verne, you was gum ’ to ba buried last Thursday, 
and they cut your hair off.’ 
Ile never im agined 
th a t I knew more al out th a t than he did. The 
recollection of those terrible days ana nights will 
never leave me. 
I pray to God' th a t I may never 
I e called upon to pass through it again. I would 
ra th e r die.” 


IN AN O T H E R WORLD. 


B lis s fu l E x p e r ie n c e s o f rn M an W h o B le d 
aud W a s R e su rrected . 
A special despatch from H agerstow n, Md., gives 
th e p articu lars of a singular psychological phe­ 
nom enon which has been made public by the 
Rey. J. Spangles R eifier of the Reform ed Church. 
Tbe story ut the m inister is th a t one Dight ain.ut 
a week ago he was sum m oned to the bedside of a 
Hying m an nam ed T errain. 
To bis g reat regret, 
w neu bo reached tl)6 house, a mile ato tan t from 
the tow n in the m ountains, he was inform ed by 
the atten d in g physician th a t tbe man was dead. 
He w ont to the r urn and saw lying od tho bed 
the stark and rigid form of tbe departed, the 
lower jaw fallen, the ashy pallor of death on his 
face, and the body cold. It was about ‘J o’clock 
in tbe evening when the m inister arrived. 'I ne 
fam ily were terrill.v grief 6ti token. A son in par­ 
ticular, was inconsolable. He called on bi* lather, 
begged bim to come back, and w ith difficulty 
could be kept away from the body. T he clergym an 
rem ained until near 2 "’c ock in the m orning. 
At this tim e, when the pastor was th in k in g of 
leaving, th e son who seem ed to take the death so 
m uch to heart, was seized w ith another paroxysm 
of g n e i, threw him self on the body of his father, 
em braced him , called him , bathed th e cold face 
w ith tear*, shrieking th a t he ct uld not let bim go: 
th a t ne m ust say one word, look at bun ju s t once 
m ore; th a t he m ust not leave him w ithout, ju st 
one m ore word and one m ore look. 
As if the 
agonized voice had penetrated the silence of the 
Other world, the lip* of the father m oved, m e 
et es opened and cast a sad, reproachful look on 
th e weeping son, and in the well-known voice 
cam e distinctly these w orks: “OU, why did you 
b rin g me back?” As soon as the aw e-stricken 
group could regain their presence of m ind a tte r 
this appalling scene, they im m ediately adm in­ 
istered restoratives to the patient, when the m in­ 
ister left bim, very weak bu t still alive. 
He was 
sen t to r by the fath er the next day, who gave 
him an account ol his death (as be evidently be­ 
lieved it bad been) and bis experience to th e tim e 
when ne was apparently recalled to life. 
He 
said: 
“ W hen I died I first felt a sinking, going sensa­ 
tion. 
I knew everything going on iu the room, 
nut I could not speak or move my lips. Then all 
was blank. Tbe nex t ihing I rem em ber was being 
in a dense darkness, seem ingly in a tunnel, 
through which I w a'being pushed. There seem ed 
to be two form s, one on each side, pushing me 
alang through the tunnel, and I appeared to move 
as if I was floating, touching n othing above or 
below. A t last it appeared to get lighter, as 
tnough we were nearing the end of the passage. 
I t grew brighter 
every m om ent, and thou I 
seemed to observe two shining, beautiful form* 
on each side of me. I had a feeling of perter t 
peace and well-being, and beard, as though it was 
a parr of the space J flo at'd in, Hie m ost soothing 
and delightful m usic. I have been a great suf- 
lerer, and the feeling of rest an i freedom irom 
pain 
was th e th in e I noticed m ost in 
my 
new state. 
I rem ained a sh o rt tim e lu this 
blessed state, when it seem ed to be disturbed by . 
a voice in pain calling on me to come back. 
If ! 
they bad known how m uch b etter I was, they 
would never have w anted m e back in th is weak 
and suffering body."

There was sour thm g terribly weird in 
this m assing of troops in the darkness of mid­ 
night—in tho hoots of the owls alarmed by the 
thousands of dark figures passing through tile 
pines—ui the sobs of the wet wind as it lingered 
in the tree-tops, and the word to move to the 
attack was a gird relief. 
A lm ost as one man tho 20,000 moved forward 
just betorn daybreak. 
One could s$e the length 
of his Brushet in advance, but no farther.

once the lines started there was no baiting. 
The 
Confederate pickets strung across the path beard 
the heavy tramp! tramp! tramp! but they bad 
hardly tune to exactly locate its direction before 
a Hee of buttle emerged from the fog and swal­ 
lowed them ut, and carried them along ju st us a 
rising liver floats away tho chip* which have 
been le;t en tiro I ars. The idea had been to sur­ 
prise the Confederates in the Horseshoe, 'fids 
plight have liven accomplished but for the fierce 
defence made by the Coil led* rate reserve picket. 
A hundred men here fought Carroll’s whole 
brigade for tea minutes.

This firing al ai mad the I roe in th* salient, and 
and as the lines swuug around and rushed for­ 
ward there was a crash or musketry and a roar of 
cannon. Cheers, shrieks and groans were m inglea 
together in an uproar which awoke men who were 
bleeping two miles away, and then came the for­ 
ward i ush ot even’ man left standing on his feet. 
D aylight was breaking, aud in plaiu sight was the 
Horseshoe. 
In two minutes utter the first gun 
was fired the irish Brigade were tearing away tile 
abattis, arid they were being shot down by men 
who could almost touch them with their muskets. 
On came toe great wave of blu e,aud its very force 
lifted a brigade over toe logs and earth into 
tne fort. 
Hero for 
ten minutes war never 
taw more teriific fighting. 
The Federals had 
cut loose and gamed a foothold. 
To lose that 
Horseshoe was to A t the Federal army in upon 
Lee’s flanks. 
Every rnau seemed to realize the 
desperate situation, aud for a tim e every soldier 
was a fiend. Quarter was neither asked nor given. 
t\ ben the muskets were empty the bayonet was 
used. If the bayonet failed the m u-kets were 
used as clubs. The attack was fierce, the resist­ 
ance desperate. 
In that three-quarters of a mile 
of hue not a Confederate retreated. 
Hundreds of 
them were asleep as the Federals poured in, but 
they did not spring up or mull back into tho 
woods. 
Where they could not seize their muskets 
they iought with stones and clubs. 
Confederate 
artillerists ware bayoueted cir knocked down while 
loading their guns, and it was ouly when resist­ 
ant: was hopeless that the remnant of defenders 
surrendered. 


T h e F a m o u s UU! S t o n e w a ll Iirlzr-.d e 
was in 
the 
Horseshoe, and nearly the entire 
force was captured. 
A sergeant rallied eight or 
ten men ar and him and refused to surrender, 
and this handful actually fought its way through 
a whole division and made its escape to the rear 
lines. 
The capture bf toe Horseshoe brought 
the Federals over 3000 prisoners, a score of buttle 
flags, almost as many pieces of artillery aud 
many thousand stand Of airns. It was a victory 
gallant y won, but a.* gallantly com es ie®. It was 
So,OOO against 0000, but the 0000 were behind 
breastworks which seemed impregnable to as­ 
sault. Tl,e dead were everywhere—the groans of 
the wounded almost as 'pud as the cheers of the 
unhurt. 
Before the guns could lie moved the 
dead had to be piled up in heaps to clear the 
ground. 
As soon as the capture of the Horseshoe was 
effected a part of the force pushed on through 
the wood* toward Lee’s inner fire.

terrible fighting a* the oldest soldier of tn cw ar 
had uever fern. 
The Confederates sw ept for­ 
ward with line after line, charging n : b t up 
until they looked into the eves of the Fed­ 
erals. 
Lines did not give back. 
I hey m elted 
away until 
where they stood the dead lay 
in heaps. 
There were hardly any wounded. 
Men wept down to die. Hundreds of the men 
were struck by three and four bullets af. the 
same instant, ’For five hours the Confederates 
hold one side of a breastwork and ti e Federals 
the other. It was a grand, continuous crush of 
usketry—a horrible roar of artillery—a wail 
made up of cheers, shrieks, huzzas and deatli- 
cries. 
In this pandemonium death swot t right 
ami A lt, aud blood poured out until the earth 
would drink no mon*. 
Confederates sprang over 
the breastwork ai d fought with bayonet and 
chi' bed musket until pinned to earth. Federals 
burled them selves over and pushed the lines back 
for a few rod*, but only lo be swallowed up in the 
rebound. 
From daylight to m idnight this ter­ 
rible 
F ish tin e W a* C ontinued W ith o u t a M o­ 
m en t’* In* ®riul##l**». 
Burnside attacked on Hancock’s left, but Lee 
gave him no attention. 
Wright attacked in the 
other direction, but not a Confederate was with­ 
drawn 
from 
tlanoock's 
front. 
W right was 
charged again and again with the bayonet, ami 
iiefore noon his lino had a breastwork of dead 
Itodies. 
He did not attem pt to advance—he was 
glad to hold bis own. Three separate time* 'he 
Confederate lines charged right into nim with 
the bayonet, and each time mon fought hand to 
hand, using the bayonet, knives, fist-, clubs, and 
fighting to kill. The gray aud toe blue died on 
the same spot—(tied, in some instances, clutching 
each other. At one tim e Wright was pressed so 
nard that Hancock sent him Brooke’s brigade, 
Which had just been served with fifty round* of 
ammunition. 
It rushed tor the front with a yell, 
and in ten minutes bad lost HO men. 
When its 
ammunition was expended the brigade did not 
number two full regiments. 
When the tight 
around the Horseshoe waxed hottest a section of 
Uuited State* artillery rushed up ami unilmbgred 
within pistol-shot of the Confederate line*.

nue the second discharge of t je pieces twelve of 
the artillerists were shot down. In ten minutes 
burses and men were so nearly wiped out that the 
pleas* were run back ny hand. 
Standing on rue knoll in front of and a little to 
the right of m c Lendrum House one can look 
down upon the Horseshoe. From tins knob I 
dug thirty-eight bullets by using the spade twtce. 
I t is •* Aline o f L ew d, a M agazin e o f B u l- 
let*. 
Every bullet which passed oyer the heads of the 
Federals at the salient struck this spot. It wa* 
covered with grass ou the morning of the fig h t- 
rich, green grass. 
After the battlo it was a 
burned and blistered spot nu which the eye could 
not detect a living blade of grass. 
Deatn had 
takeu a broom ol fire in his hand and sw eot it 
clean. 
As night came down men were lighting. 
ju st where men lougnt when daylight came. 
Regim ents had fired 200 rounds of ammunition 
per luau. 'the dead were in front, behind, right 
and le u . Blood stood in pools—blood made past# 
ot the red aud sticky soil. The Federals had car­ 
ried the Horseshoe and beld it, but m at wa* 
all—all but the sacrifice of dead. 
The Confede­ 
rates could n it retake it, but they had check­ 
mated Grant. Tho coming of night did not atop 
that terrible lighting. Darkness seemed to add 
fuel to the flames of hate. Fresh troops wore 
pushed in. new position* taken, aud the darkness 
w s rent aud torn with sheet* of flames which re­ 
vealed tho sm allest limbs in the treetops. 
All 
around that Horseshoe was a babbling, seething, 
roaring hell of hate and murder. 
In that baleful 
glare men did not look like men. Some baa 
ttirown away hat* and coats; some had turn oil 
even their shirts; some were gashed and bloody— 
otuer* had the wild, fierce look of a tiger bunted 
to cov> r. 
Midnight alone brought a cessation, 
and men who had scarcely eaten a mouthful for 
two days, or closed their eyes for forty hours, 
D rop p ed t o th e G round A m ong the D ead 
and were asleep Id a moment. 
In the morning it 
was discovered that Lee had shortened aud 
strengthened hi* lines, leaving the Horseshoe 
to the Federal*, and leaving them more dead men 
than had ever before been seen on such a lim ted 
snare. 
It was his weak spot. Grant had struck 
it, but where was tire gain? Grant hail captured 
it and held it, but where was the gain? Stretched 
across lits path was a line of earthworks—Hidden 
behind them an army determined to check him. 
II" raved up and down that line—he struck again 
and again, adding to the heaps of dead—adding 
to the wounded, but being hurled l ack ac every 
point. 
Ile could not drive Lee from bi* path in 
the bloody W ilderness, but he could flank him. 
He could hot drive Lee from his path at Spotsyl­ 
vania, aud ne marched by the flank to grapple 
him at Cold Harbor.

Seemingly there is 
nothing tea t will attract such crowds or in which 
so much delight is taken as the circus. 
People 
will go miles to see it, and never tire of it. 
It is unlike any other form of amusement, and is 
popular with all cias-os. There are not the com­ 
forts in the seating accom modations that are 
afforded at the theatre, but everybody goes for a 
good tim e, and will bear the crush without com­ 
plaint. Nowhere else can such a jolly multitude 
be found. 
The crack of the ringm aster’s whip 
and the jests of the clown are apparently cures 
for every care. The younger folk hail the coming 
of a circus with as much joy as they do the ap­ 
proach of Christmas. 
And tho older folk do not 
go simply because it pleases tho children. 
They 
look, listen, and laugh because they eujoy it. 
In 
short, a circus is calculated to entertain the 
masse*. 'lo say that 
T h e C irc u s la 
D i s t i n c t i v e l y u n A m e r i c a n 
I n s t i t u t i o n 
would not be going much out of the way, for in 
no country is it conducted on such an extensive 
scalo a9 in this. The circuses of Europe are more 
side shows compared with the mammoth affairs 
that pitch their tents in almost every city of the 
Vniou each year. 
The eyes of a gray-haired showman kindled as 
he recounted toe other day the changes iii the 
business in the past half century. The first circus 
started out from Putnam county, N. Y.. in 1827 
or 1828. The firm which made the venture was 
known as Angeviue, Titus Ss B urgess,ail of whom 
nave tong since heeu called to the,r fathers. Put­ 
nam is peculiarly a circus county. The farmers 
and business men of the present day have been or 
still are interested in circuses, 
fhe people lalk 
circus, creed circus horses, and send out from 
then midst circus proprietors aud performers. 
Tne pioneer circus had no tent nor seats. That 
was before such things were thought of, and tho 
original show was a very prim itive affair. 
Nor 
were animals considered necc-stry adjuncts to 
the "how, although subsequ ntiy the firm secured 
an elephant. 
This was the first elephant shown 
in tiff* country, and it created a sensation, 
it 
died in New Brunswick- The programme of the 
circus when it was organized eomdsWU of feat* of 
strength, such as lifting heavy weight* and hold­ 
ing at arm’s length, leaping, and riding without 
a bridle. A vocalist sang some comic song* and a 
fife and one or two drums furnished music, or, 
more properly speaking, noise. The company did 
not comprise over eight or tea persons and a* 
many horses, 
T h e E x h i b i t i o n s W e r e G iv e n In B a r n y a r d s 
a n d B u r n s , 
wherever a cluster of houses suggested that a 
crowd might be called together. 
The people 
stood up, and tho taller ones, of course, bad the 
best of it. The prices of adm ission ranged from 
Cd. to 2*., and in many instances were adjusted 
to suit the pockets of small boys and impecunious 
individuals. No performance was given in tne 
evening, as there was no known way of securing 
light. The idea of an advance agent was not 
thought of until later. 
The company travelled 
overland, unannounced beforehand, and when 
a short distance from the stopping place baited 
to prepare for the 
“parade.” 
The members 
adorned 
them selves 
IU 
their toggery, and, 
headed by the “ band,” swept down on the 
astonished 
natives. 
A 
loud-voiced 
person 
would proclaim that a show was to be given, 
aud the people would come from the field* 
and houses to find out what it all meant. 
It is 
imagined that there was a hurry and bustle in 
scraping up sufficient money to “see the thing,” 
and when the crowd had reached proportions 
large enough the circus would begin. The singer 
and Hie man who beat the bass 
drum were 
special olijeo's of admiration, ami they could not 
make too muon di*corJ to suit the throng. If #75 
was taken iii ths receipts were considered heavy. 
The company woald put up at a farm-house or 
tavern, aud Hie next morning at daynreak start 
on for the nearest hamlet. 
What people must 
bate thought wnen the first circus came among 
them can better ne conjectured than told, but it 
is sale to say that it afforded them 
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Padridtng, or standing upright on a wooden 
platiorm on the back of a horse, was introduced 
after a while and proved a great feature. 
The 
circus continued to increase, but it was not until 
1832 that a tent was used. 
The 
first tent 
was an “eiglity-foot round 
top,” 
and 
was 
erected at a point where 
tho 
Bowery 
and 
Grand street intersect, which wa* then away 
out of the city. 
Iii this tent seats wore supplied, 
and the event marked au epoch in the circus 
business. The show* began to increase, and com­ 
petition was the mean* of adding to their merit 
aud extent. The managers were not long In dis­ 
covering that it was essential that a man should 
be sent ahead to announce their approach. 
The 
agents, however, kept only a day or so In advance, 
and tuey were expected to talk people into a 
frenzy of excitem ent over th® promised treat. 
Later, where p ractiob le, brief notices were put 
lu the newspapers, but in those tim es papers 
were few and far between, and were B lo o m 
printed oltener than once a week. 
It was not 
until a long tim e afterward that hills were used. 
Shows always halted outside of a town to prepare 
fo rth - gorgeous entrance. Vaulting and similar 
feats continued to lie th® main feature* lur years. 
A man named Levi North u*ed to turn IOO somer­ 
saults in succession, ana his fame spread from 
one end of tile laud to the other. Jum ping from 
a spring-board and tossing a cannon-ball drew 
plaudits (rom the spectators. The shows iu these 
early day* lasted about an hour aud a half. Wueu,

people, young and old, would follow it for miles. 
It was such a great prize that it wa* kept closely 
blanketed to hide it-from unprofitable eyes, lf a 
fat boy happened to be with a circus he, too, was 
kept out or sight. 
N ext to an elephant, a fat boy 
was the biggest attraction. 
It was altogeiheatoo 
early for m idgets, ana their worth was not ap­ 
preciated until Tom Thumb demonstrated how 
big a little t ody could be. 
At last, when even ing 
performances were substituted, the tents were, 
lighted with 
flambeaus, whicn 
flickered and 
smudged aud em itted a great deal more smoke 
than light. 
In the course of tim e dom estic ani­ 
mals, such as foxes, rabbits, and cocus, were put 
in cages and exhibited. 
Afier years had passed away, the Old Bowery 
Amphitheatre, in New Y’ork, was opened, and 
Ii re the only really good snow ot me period was 
given. 
The amphitheatre was, it may b* said, 
the cradle of toe circus in America. 
It wa* 
conducted by John Tryon, and ill fhe winter two 
or three companies which travelled in the sum­ 
mer would be combined in it. 
Here Barney W il­ 
liams, afteiward famed for bis irish characters, 
now ile..d and gone, saiig com ic songs and ex­ 
ecuted plantation or “nigger’’ dances. 
He was a 
prime favorite with the ciow ds. 
Other attrac­ 
tion* were the Stickney family and the Madlgan*. 
The first clown of note—John Gosson—appeared 
in the amphitheatre. He was a comic knockabout 
clown. 
The clown soon became a groat card, aud | 
no circus wa* compte ie without one. 
Gosson 
alone was sufficient to till the house. 
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while Seth Howe, rich and retired, was a four- 
horse rider, and John Nathans and George E\ 
Bailey, both men of wealth, were performers in 
i'. 
In L810 Herr Dresbacb drove a lion, harnessed 
to a car, across the stage of the Old Bowery The­ 
atre, and created a Iurora. 
It was he who intro­ 
duced wild anim als in America, and a rude cut of 
a lion, executed by a man named Booth, now in 
possession of .Mr. Jam es Rellley, the Spruce street 
printer, was Used in lim iting nills for the per- 
iormance. These bills were the first issued for 
the sh w business. 
Van Amburgb took the cue 
from IJiesbach, and bogan exhibiting annual*. 
Ile used to go into a don of Bons, and became 
celebrated. 
Hi* fame was sung in variety show* 
and the air was whistled or.'the streets, aud i* 
a* well known at this tim e iu Germany as in 
America. 
About 1840 John Robinson, the great four- 
horse rider, startled the country by his miracu­ 
lous teats on the bare hack of a horse. 
In the 
same year Van Amburgb took his circus to Eng­ 
land and made a large amount of money. 
In 
1850, or thereabouts, the price of admission was 
put up to fifty cent*, and “ reserved scat",” which 
were simply common seats with a piece of carpet 
spread over them, wero offered. 
Seth Howes 
went to London with hi* circus iii I Boti and took 
tho British people by storm. 
Hi* advertising 
bills, though they would now be considered com- 
I moinpla®*, w re regarded as wonderful. 
They 
1 were I rioted in color® and where posted drew 
I vast crowd*, people would stand half tiie d iy 
and look ut i hem. They wondered how such groat 
I sheet* could bt printed, aud did not seem to un- 
I dem an d that they could be struck off in section* 
I and be put together afterward. 
They thought 
I tuny must be run off on a colossal printing press. 
Tile’ streets were actually blocked by people vi*w- 
| iug them and the authorities were obliged to 
1 order them down. 
Since I8G0 the improvement 
I iu gig; us vs ba* bees great, 
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It is often the case 
that three performances a,e elven in a single day 
—in tho morning, afternoon ana evening. 
And 
the side show* are a great deal larger than the 
earlier circuses. 
The 
A d v e r tisin g M as G row n to b e th e B ig g e st 
F lirt o f u Show . 
The size 0f the 
bill was 30x40 inches, and 
now some of them are fifty tim es as large. 
It is 
almost a* great a sight to see the bili-boards as it 
i3 to see the performance. 
It has reached that 
point where a Fourth of July celebration is not a 
much greater event than the appearance, of a 
circus. The railroads run special trains with a 
coupon 
for 
toe 
circus 
attached 
to 
the 
ticket, peo; Ie take a holiday and come fifty 
or sixty miles, aud in the evening tho showmen 
send up a fire-balloon, discharge cannon, and set 
off firework*. There are not as many show* now 
as there were vears ago. 
But seventeen of conse­ 
quence will start out this year, wfii!e during the 
war there were flirty, with only half the country 
to exhibit in. The larger one* have sw allowed the 
smaller. 
Every circus manager seems bound to see bow 
extensive a herd ot elephants he can collect. One 
has twenty-two and another on the way across the 
water, wiiiie a second ha* twentv-oue. There are 
ar iiresentstscnty-seveo elephants in this country. 
The menageries this year w ill fie particularly fine. 
Circus men regard the prospects o f the season as 
good. The tim es are favorable and the crop y u le 
promise* well. Tile agricultural districts have 
- verytblog to do w it ) t he prosperity of the circus. 
Old showmen say circuses have about reached 
their lim it. 
They are too large already, and 
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Three rings do not give satisfaction. 
People can­ 
not watch them ail at once. 
The first “circus 
pool” wtl) be lormed this year—that is, tw o rival 
circuses, in order not to plunge into ruinous com ­ 
petition, will divide the country. 
One will take 
one route, and tho other another. 
Au peanuts 
and lemonade are inseparably associated with 
Circuses, it may be well to say that tile produc­ 
tion of both will be large—at ieast at Hie circuses. 
A word about circuses in foreign lands. 
There 
is none half the size of the large circuses in Amer­ 
ica. altnmign Myers’, in G -rnnny, is lair. 
Eng­ 
land never saw one that could equal Howe’s old 
show, end to this day chouses ar® given in the 
opeu air at fairs in that country. The people form 
a ring, and a collection is taken.

Swindlers Living Without Work 
and Getting Rich by It. 


D ealin gs w ith Doubtfrfld Drumm ers 
and B ogu s Show m en. 


A few evenings since a newspaper man wa® 
standing at tho office counter of/ one of the great 
botels scanning the faces of I he everchanging 
crowd, who, not to put too flu«> a point upon the 
matter, were putting all sort* of trivial and un­ 
necessary questions to the aminated 
railway 
guide and city directory, anti gazetteer of gen­ 
eral inform ation known as th e cleric. As he stood 
there a man approached and asked the clerk if he 
could speak with hun privately. “ Yes,” was the 
answer, “if you can say it Were.” 
“Can I get a room?” 
“Got any baggage?” 
“No.” 
“Then you m ust pay in a/lvance.” 
“That’s what I want to st# you about. I’ve ran 
out.of money, and I want to stay here until my 
rem ittances reach me. 
I exp ect som e money in a 
few days.” 
“Sorry, sir,” said the clerk, “but we don’t do 
that sort of business,” and lie turned awar to 
attend to some one else, 
while the rejected 
suitor, after gazing about him with an injured 
air for a moment, walked as slowly and uncon­ 
cernedly as be could away from the office aud out 
.of the botel. 
“Do you have m ary such applications?” askpd 
the reporter. 
“If that was the only kind,” was the reply, “ we 
would not have m odi troeble. 
The man who was 
here just now is a nnvicedn the art of ‘beating’ a 
botel. An old ftraver w<®uld have walked up and 
registered, stayed iii* week, and then skipped out 
to play the same game at another bouse. 
There 
are men who have 
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beginning with places lib e this and working down 
to those of the low est g rade. 
When they get to 
the last kind, however, They do not get along so 
well, for the proprietors of that class of bouses 
deal habitually with hard custom ers and alm ost 
invariably demand paym ent in advance.” 
“ Do people ever ask you to lend money?” 
“ Ye*. 
Only today a man came in—lie’s stop­ 
ping here and lins baggage with him —and asked 
for a loan of $20 until tomorrow. 
He 9aid that 
lie forgot to get any before ’the bank’ closed, and 
would pay it buck in the morning. Of course be 
got it—tuts way.” “ This way” was Illustrated by 
a peculiar jerking movement of tho clerk’s leit 
hand in tile direction or his left shoulder. “ Then, 
again, fellow s try all sorts of played-out dodges to 
get check* cashed. I remember' a recant case of 
that sort. 
A young fellow, dressed in tile very 
height of fashion—melted Into what-d’ye-call- 
ern’*, you know—came here a short tim e ago. He 
had been hero about ten days when be came to 
Hie office one evening w ith a check on a local 
bank and asked me to cash it for him. 
CH coitr-e 
I had no intentions of doing so, for I have strict 
orders to do notning of the kind, but I hardly 
liked to refuse him abruptly, and I made a show 
of looking at it. It was si, nod by him self, and so 
was not a forgery. 
I told hun that I could not 
accommodate bi’in, as I hadn’t enough money to 
spare. He walked off and never came back.” 
“Letter tell him about the trunk,” said another 
clerk. 
“Oh, yes. 
We found four or live pairs of old 
boot*, a couple of sbirt-fronts and an old overcoat 
in that young swell’s trunk.’’ 
“I could tell you of lot* of things like that if I 
had tim e,” the clerk continued. 
“Som etim es 
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W orn®*. 
They are alm ost always untrue. 
They tell us 
that their husbands have died, or have deserted 
them—that tney don’t know what to do for the 
m oment, but that their friends will be sure to 
keen them as soon as they learn of their circum ­ 
stances, and they beg for shelter for a few days. 
It is sad to have lo say it, but the fem ale swindler 
is the most unprincipled. 
She can give a man 
heavy odds, ana nine tim es out of ton she will get 
around him. 
You don’t know bow to refuse 
them—it seem s heartless to deny shelter to a 
woman. 
Y utw heu she skins out as lively as a 
cricket without paying her LUI you wish you Lad 
seen through her little gam e.” 
“Do you ever suffer from tho bogus money- 
package trick?” 
“Let me tell you aom ethlng abont that. 
One 
night I went to tile theatre to see ‘Fresh.’ A 
man sat next to me with whom I got into con­ 
versation, and somehow or other I found out, or 
thought I did, tiiat he came from near the place 
where I was raised. 
Well, we went out between 
the acts and met a fellow who knew me. 
In that 
way be learned who I was, and lie said he would 
remove from tho Pacific and come here. 
He did 
so the next day. 
He had no baggage but a valise, 
which h® opened on the counter and from wnich 
be took a package of bills. 
I saw them. The out­ 
side one was a $20, and the bundle was about an 
inch thick. Tiu-se he gave mo to lock up. 
At 
Intervals o f a day or tw o he would come to me, 
ask for the money, get it and take out two or 
three bills. In every ease lie took out $20 notes. 
Nothing could have seemed more straight.

Bae came here that morning and 
engaged a room, to woich her trunk w<» sent.

[t'w minutes atter she rang aud asked to see the 
propiietor. 
Mr. — 
was not in at that moment, 
ami sue was told so. 
When he did return lie sent 
word to say that lie was at her service, and silo 
asked him to walk up. He was gone about half 
an bour, I should say. and when he came down 
agaiu be said that on entering the room tire 
woman, who was en dishabille, having substituted 
a wrapper for her dress, at once said, “Oh, Mr.

“Our rates

transient people are #2 50 a day, and we have 
special rales lor commercial men. 
Drummers, as 
they are called, always get rales from fifty to 
seventy-five cents lower than other people, but 
why that is I don’t know. It is an old custom , I 
cuppoBe, originating in tne days when such 
. p »k vm W W &09.4 c im o m ffl I I J I ? H r. But 


that Is all changed now. 
First-class commercial 
men, who pav $2 a day, are not drinking men. 
But I wa* going to say som ething abont snow 
people. 
The truth is we don’t care specially for 
that trade, but we take it when they are willing 
to give us our rates. 
W henever lead ng theatrical 
people—stars, as they call them —are on the road, 
they always go to the best botel, 
l f the star is a 
single lady 
S h e W i l l H a v e H e r M a i d o r H e r M o t h e r 
W i t h H e r . 
The leading man or the two leading men will 
also stop with them, while the rem aining mem­ 
bers of the company will be distributed around 
at the cheaper hotels where they can be accom ­ 
modated at from $1 to $1 25 a day. 
Opera com ­ 
panies put up in tho same way', but first-class 
minstrel parties always stop together at the same 
hotel, and generally at the best. 
I know shrewd 
managers who say that it is always a .paying ad­ 
vertisem ent for them to stop at the leading hotel. 
A shrewd manager won’t allow any ‘monkey bnsf- 
uc-ss’ on the hotel register. 
A cheap company 
at a cheap hotel will capture the register, and the 
best peuman iu the troupe will proceed to dec­ 
orate two full pages with the title of the compa­ 
ny, their play, the name of the theatre, the cast 
of characters, and tho names of the * company, 
together with very many other names that are 
fictitious. Of course the hotel man is posted in 
adva»ce. and he joins 
iu the conspiracy to 
deceive the provincial register gazers. 
“But a shrewd manager will register his people 
in a genteel manner, tile same as ordinary guests 
are registered, and will under no circumstances 
allow any advertisem ent of his entertainm ent to 
figure on the pages of the book. 
it does uot re­ 
quire very much tim e to have tho report spread 
over the town that such aud such a company is 
stopping at the leading hotel. That report In it­ 
self sells hundreds of tickets. 
But, as I said be­ 
fore, there Is no money in entertaining theatrical 
stars. They always want the best room in the 
bouse, every attention in the world, constant wait­ 
ing on, lunch served in their rooms at midnight 
after the play, and after the dining-room is closed; 
their trunks are" always a burden, taxing the 
strength or the porters, tearing carpet® and dam­ 
aging cornices; their

Occasionally, however, there is a very pleasant 
exception to this rule. The better the artist the 
less unnecessary trouble there is likely to be made. 
Frequently men make more fuss than women, and 
foreigners are worse than all others. 
“ Whenever a woman star arrives, we at once 
place ice-water, special railway tim e labies, a 
city directory, a special rocking chair, and a 
number of otuer trifle* in ber room, to saw® tue 
porters at la ist a dozen journeys to answer lier 
calls. A shrewd porter will at once propound a 
regular form ulated series of questions, svch as 
her desires for laundry work, her hour (or lunch, 
ami many other tbiugs that an actless would 
likely desire during lier stay. 
Thus the porter 
s ives him self an im m ense deal of labor, impre-.'- o - 
the star with bis attentive kindness, and is gen 
erally rewarded for bi3 th oughtfulue#. Theatri­ 
cal people invariably leave on the first train in 
the morning. 
No matter if a trai* starts for 
their destination two hours later, and by taking 
it would give them more rest an# sleep, they 
always take the earlier train, believing that the 
sooner they g et to the next stopping place the 
better.”

This i* done w ith g reat 
rapidity, and a few cell* lodged in the stow , 
u n d e r favcrable condition*, soon will give it the 
appearance called red snow. 
It wa* rem iked 
th a t the phenom enon ol red snow had been oh- 
fcived from the eariiCMt tim es, a* A ristotle has a 
passage which is th o u g h t to refer to it.
